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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity — Passed May, 
1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, 
Claudius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. 
Quiner and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and con- 
stituted a body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Con- 
vention of the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by 
that name they and their successors shall and may have perpetual suc- 
cession; shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being im- 
pleaded, in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, 
and the same alter or change at pleasure ; and may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. Pro- 
vided that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be an- 
nually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in said 
petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such 
other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and ad- 
mission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings ; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other By- 
Laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary for the 
government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure 
the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in their Consti- 
tution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the Baptist 
Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of Middlesex, 
on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Conven- 
tion.”

Resolve in Alteration, Passed Jun,e 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state, May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating’ The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is .amended by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following; “Said Convention may accept 
and hold absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, devised, 
or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may 
be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise, or bequest, 
when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall 
be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or churches affili- 
ated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


ARTICLE I. NAME 

The name of this body shall be THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST 
CONVENTION. 

ARTICLE II. OBJECT 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the preaching 
of the Gospel and the organization and maintenance of Baptist 
churches and church schools in the State of Connecticut; and to act 
as the agent of the Baptist churches and people of Connecticut in 
advancing the kingdom of God throughout the world, and particular- 
ly in promoting the missionary, educational, and philanthropic inter- 
ests of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

ARTICLE III. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches of Connecticut of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches, each such church which has con- 
tributed to the funds of the Convention during the year last preced- 
ing the annual meeting of the Convention being entitled to repre- 
sentation by its pastor and one delegate for each hundred and each 
fraction of a hundred resident members and for each church school 
connected with it; provided, however, that no church shall be per- 
mitted to send more than five delegates besides its pastor. 

Sec. 2. All members of the general denominational boards and 
officers of the Northern Baptist Convention living within the state; 
officers of this Convention and members of its Board of Managers; 
officers of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut; and 
officers of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society shall be ex- 
officio delegates to the meetings of this Convention, and entitled to 
all the privileges usually accorded to such delegates. 

ARTICLE IV. OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, a 
First Vice-President, a Second Vice-President, a Treasurer, who may 
be either a person or a fiduciary institution, and a Recording Secre- 
tary, who shall be the General Secretary of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and the Recording 
Secretary shall be elected by ballot at the annual meeting, and shall 
serve from the close of the annual meeting at which they are elected 
until the close of the next annual meeting, or until their successors 
have been elected. The Treasurer shall be elected by the Board of 
Managers. 
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Sec. 3. In event of a vacancy from any cause in the office of 
President, the First Vice-President shall serve as President. If the 
office of First Vice-President also is vacant, the Second Vice-Presi- 
dent shall perform the duties of President. Should vacancies occur 
in all these offices simultaneously, the Board of Managers shall elect 
a President to serve until the next regular election of officers. Re- 
moval of an officer from the state shall automatically create a 
vacancy. 

Sec. 4. The duties of the officers shall be such as by common 
practice pertain to their respective offices. 


ARTICLE V. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of the 
President, the First Vice-President, and the Second Vice-President 
of the Convention and forty-five (45) elective members chosen by 
ballot at the annual meeting of the Convention for the term of three 
years, and so constituted that the terms of fifteen of its elective mem- 
bers shall expire each year. The Treasurer, when a person, shall be 
ex-officio a member of the Board. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall elect to the Board 
of Managers for a term of one year those trustees who have one year 
to serve under the former Constitution and for a term of two years 
those trustees who have two years to serve under the former Con- 
stitution ; and in addition to these the Convention at the annual meet- 
ing at which this Constitution is adopted shall elect fifteen members 
for a term of three years. When the Board has been thus constituted, 
fifteen members, not including such as may be chosen to fill vacancies 
occurring from other causes than the expiration of terms, shall be 
elected at each annual meeting for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. Membership on the Board of Managers shall be divided 
as nearly equally as practicable between pastors, laymen, and women. 
The president, the state home director and the state foreign secretary 
of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut shall be ex- 
officio members. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Managers shall be vested with all the privi- 
leges and authority of the Convention when it is not in session. 

Sec. 5. The duties of the Board of Managers shall be defined by 
by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-thirds vote 
of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, after one year’s 
previous notice. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONVENTION 

ARTICLE I. MEETINGS OF THE CONVENTION 

Section 1. The annual meeting of the Convention shall begin on 
Tuesday preceding the third Wednesday in October, at 10 a. m. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Convention may be called by the 
President at the direction of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 3. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a quorum, but any 
number shall have power to adjourn a meeting. 

Sec. 4. The order of business for the first session of the annual 
meeting shall include the following: 

Call to Order. 

Reading of the Scriptures. 

Prayer. 

Address by President. 

Report of Program Committee. 

Report of Board of Managers. 

Report of Finance Committee. 

Report of Treasurer. 

Election of Convention OlRcers. 

Annual Sermon. 

Sec. 5. The sessions of the annual meeting shall be under the 
control of the Program Committee, which shall have the power to 
make all arrangements for speakers for the Convention, except the 
preacher of the annual sermon, and to apportion the time to the 
speakers as the different departments of the work may require, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Convention at the first session. 

Sec. 6. No objects except those provided for by the Constitution 
and By-Laws shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the Convention. 

Sec. 7. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

Sec. 8. The fiscal year of the Convention shall begin the first day 
of May. 

ARTICLE 11. COMMITTEES OF THE CONVENTION 
AND THEIR DUTIES 

Section 1. The following committees shall be appointed each year, 
to report at the meeting then in progress: 

A. A committee on the place of the next meeting and the preacher 
of the next annual sermon, consisting of three members. 

B. A committee on resolutions, consisting of three members. 
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Section 2. The following standing committees shall be appointed 
each year to report at the next annual meeting: 

A. A committee on the nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, consisting of one member from 
each association, nominated by the delegates of the respective asso- 
ciations in attendance at the Convention. 

B. A committee on the progTam of the next meeting, consisting 
of five or more members, including the president of the Convention, 
the president of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecticut, 
the general secretary and the pastor of the entertaining church. 

C. A committee on enrollment of the next meeting, consisting of 
three members. 

D. An obituary committee, consisting of three members. 

Section 3. Such other committees as may be found necessary may 
be appointed. 

Section 4. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President. 

ARTICLE III. COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL STANDING 

Section 1. There shall be a committee on ministerial standing, 
consisting of six members appointed for three years, and so consti- 
tuted that the terms of two of its members shall expire yearly. 

Sec. 2. The adoption of this Constitution shall appoint to the com- 
mittee, those named in the last Connecticut Baptist Annual, whose 
terms have not expired, to fulfill the period for which they were ap- 
pointed, and the President of the Convention, at the adoption of this 
Con.stitution, and each year thereafter, shall appoint two members to 
serve for the term of three years. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ministerial 
Standing to act in advisory capacity to church councils in the ordina- 
tion of candidates to the Christian ministry; to assist as may be pos- 
sible candidates ordained before their educational preparation for the 
ministry was finished in pursuing a proper course of study to fit them- 
selves for their work as pastors, preferably the course of study 
recommended by the denomination ; and to keep a record of the stand- 
ing of Baptist ministers in the state and supervise the ministerial list 
published yearly in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

ARTICLE IV. DELEGATES TO THE CONNECTICUT 
FEDERATION OF CHURCHES 

The President shall each year appoint the number of delegates re- 
quired to represent the Convention on the Council of the Connecti- 
cut Federation of Churches. 
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BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

ARTICLE L MEETINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall hold three meetings dur- 
ing the year, as follows: One before the adjournment of the annual 
meeting of the Convention; one on a date in April, determined by 
itself; and one on the day preceding the next annual meeting of the 
Convention. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon the request in writing of five 
members of the Board. 

Sec. 3. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of the 
Board, unless excuse is offered to the President, shall be considered 
as creating a vacancy. Removal of any member from the state shall 
automatically create a vacancy. All vacancies shall be filled at the 
next meeting of the Convention. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at the meetings of the Board. 

In his absence, the First Vice-President shall preside. In the absence 
of the President and the First Vice-President, the Second Vice-Presi- i 

dent shall preside. In the absence of the three, the Recording Secre- 
tary shall call the meeting to order and the Board shall proceed to 
choose a President pro tern. Fifteen (15) members shall constitute 
a quorum. 

Sec. 5. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record of 
all its proceedings. 

Sec. 6. The travelling expenses of the members to all meetings of 
the Board, excepting those held at the time of the annual meeting of 
the Convention, shall be paid by the Convention. 

ARTICLE 11. DUTIES OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention when it is not in session and have supervision through 
the General Secretary of all the work of the Convention. 

Sec. 2. The Board shall provide means for raising the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies, disposing of the same according to the provisions of the 
Charter and Constitution. 

Sec. 3. The Board shall annually prepare a budget embracing the 
estimated expenses of all the departments of the Convention for the 
ensuing year and the apportionment of the cooperating national 
societies and submit it to the churches as early in the Convention year 
as possible, as the unified budget.

Sec. 4. The Board shall effect an agreement with the Board of 
Missionary Cooperation whereby the cooperating national societies 
shall bear their part of the expense of promoting their interests in 
Connecticut, according to the recommendations of the Report of the 
Committee on Future Denominational Program adopted by the North- 
ern Baptist Convention. 

Sec. 5. Likewise the Board shall effect an agreement with the 
AAerican Baptist Publication Society whereby this society shall share 
with the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of promoting 
in Connecticut the work of religious education. 

Sec. 6. The Board shall effect an agreement with the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society whereby this society shall share with 
the Convention on an equitable basis the expense of home missionary 
work in Connecticut. 

Sec. 7. The Board shall make all appropriations toward the aid 
of churches and the payment of salaries of missionaries and other 
workers in accordance with the rules included in these By-Laws. 

Sec. 8. The Board shall appoint such agents as may be needed 
properly to conduct the work of the Convention, including a General 
Secretary, an Associate Secretary, a Secretary of Religious Education, 
a Collector of Missionary Funds, who may be one of the Secretaries, 
and a Treasurer, who may be either a person or a fiduciary institution 
of approved standing. 

Sec. 9. The Board shall each year appoint an Auditor who shall 
carefully audit the accounts of all financial agents of the Convention. 
The Auditor shall be a certified public accountant, or firm of account- 
ants, of recognized standing. 

Sec. 10. The Board shall have power to fix the salaries of all per- 
sons employed by it. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall require bond of all its financial agents. 

Sec. 12. The Board at its first meeting shall appoint from its mem- 
bership the following committees which shall be charged with definite 
responsibilities in the work of the Convention: 

A. Committee of Missionary Cooperation,, consisting as far as 
practicable of one member from each association. 

B. Finance Committee, consisting of five members, including the 
President, who shall be chairman. 

C. Committee on Religious Education, consisting of seven mem- 
bers. 

D. Publicity Committee, consisting of five members. 

E. Committee on Work Among New Americans, consisting of five 
members. 

F. Committee on Aided Churches, consisting as far as practicable 
of one member from each association. 
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G. Committee on Evangelism, consisting as far as practicable of 
one member from each association. 

H. Executive Committee, consisting of fifteen members, including 
the President, who shall be chairman, the First Vice-President, the 
Second Vice-President, and the chairmen of the standing committees 
of the Board of Managers named above. 

Sec. 13. The Board of Managers may appoint from its member- 
ship or from the Convention such other committees as may be neces- 
sary to the successful conduct of the work. 

Sec. 14. The Board shall make a full report of its transactions 
at least annually to the Convention. 

ARTICLE III. DUTIES OF THE COMMITTEES OF 
THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Committee of Missionary Cooperation. 

(a) The Committee of Missionary Cooperation shall be the 
medium through which the Convention shall cooperate with the Board 
of Missionary Cooperation of the Northern Baptist Convention. 

(b) Under the direction of the General Secretary, the Committee 
of Missionary Cooperation shall each year conduct the campaign to 
raise the unified missionary budget of the Convention and cooperating 
national societies. 

(c) The chairman of the committee, who shall be elected by the 
Board of Managers, shall be the representative of the Convention on 
the Board of Missionary Cooperation. 

(d) The committee shall make a report of its work at the annual 
meeting of the Convention. 

Section 2. Finance Committee. 

(a) The Finance Committee shall direct the Treasurer in the 
handling of all the Convention Funds and in the investing of trust 
funds, subject to the approval of the Board of Managers. 

(b) The chairman or vice-chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the Recording- 
Secretary of the Board of Managers at the authorization of the 
Board of Managers or its Executive Committee. 

(c) The Finance Committee shall not permit any of the funds 
of the Convention to be loaned to any officer, legal advisor, or mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, or to any corporation or business en- 
terprise in which any of them is personally interested. 

(d) The Finance Committee shall not permit the use of the Per- 
manent Funds belonging to the Convention, except as authorized by 
the Board of Managers. 
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(e) The Finance Committee shall require all the financial agents 
of the Convention to make their annual reports covering the same 
period of time. 

(f) It shall be the duty of the committee to prepare each year a 
missionary budget to be submitted by the Board of Managers, when 
approved by it, to the churches. The committee shall receive from the 
General Secretary an estimate of the amount of money needed by the 
Convention for the ensuing year and from the Board of Missionary 
Cooperation the apportionment of the cooperating national societies 
falling to the churches of Connecticut, and on the basis of such in- 
formation make up the unified budget to be approved by the Board of 
Managers, with or without changes, and submitted to the churches. 

(g) The committee shall make a report of its transactions at the 
annual meeting of the Convention. 

Section 3. The Committee on Religious Education. 

(a) The Committee on Religious Education shall promote the 
work of religious education in its different phases, including church 
school and Young People’s activities. Teacher Training, Daily Vaca- 
tion Bible Schools, and all other lines of instruction and study includ- 
ed in a comprehensive and balanced program of religious education 
for the local church. 

(b) The committee shall maintain close cooperation with the 
American Baptist Publication Society and the General Board of 
Education of the Northern Baptist Convention, in order to partici- 
pate in the development of the denomination’s plans of religious 
education. 

(c) The committee shall approve all religious education programs 
before they may be promoted in the state in the name of the Con- 
vention. 

(d) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting, through the Secretary of Religious Education, or its chair- 
man. 

Section 4. The Publicity Committee. 

(a) The Publicity Committee shall have charge of the publication 
of The Connecticut Baptist. It shall appoint a Business Manager and 
cooperate with him in circulating the paper. It shall present the in- 
terests of the paper to the Convention at its meetings and devise 
means of increasing its subscription list. 

(b) The committee shall cooperate with the secretaries, as oppor- 
tunity permits, in the distribution of such literature as will best ac- 
quaint the churches with the needs and achievements of the Conven- 
tion and the denomination. 
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Section 5. The Committee on Work Among New Americans. 

(a) The Committee on Work Among New Americans shall have 
charge of the work conducted by the Convention among New Ameri- 
cans, cooperatii;g with the General Secretary and his associates, as 
they may direct, in promoting the interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secreary or his associates. 

Section 6. The Committee on Aided Churches. 

(a) The Committee on Aided Churches shall have charge of the 
work of the Convention in aided churches,, cooperating with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and his associates, as they may direct, in promoting the 
interests of this department. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention through the 
General Secretary or his associates. ' 

Section 7. The Committee on Evangelism. 

(a) The Committee on Evangelism shall serve as the medium 
through whicn the Convention shall cooperate with the churches in 
promoting the interests of evangelism in the state. It shall seek 
particularly to lead the churches aided by the Convention out into 
evangelistic endeavor. 

(b) The committee shall report to the Convention at the annual 
meeting. 

Section 8. The Executive Committee. 

(a) The Executive Conimittee shall meet four times during the 
year, in the months of October, January, April, and July, on dates to 
be fixed by itself. 

(b) It shall hold special meetings whenever necessary, at the call 
of the President. 

(c) The committee shall act on all matters of business arising 
during the interim between meetings of the Board of Managers; pass 
on all applications for aid from churches not acted on by the Board; 
provided, however, that no contract or agreement made by the com- 
mittee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next meeting of 
the Board of Managers, unless approved by it; except in such cases 
as have been referred to the committee for final action. 

(d) The committee shall make a full report of all its transactions 
to the Board of Managers at its next meeting. 

Section 9. The duties of such other committees as shall be ap- 
pointed by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

Section 10. Necessary expenses incurred by the members of the 
committees of the Board of Managers in the discharge of their duties 
shall be paid by the Convention. 
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Section 11. The committees of the Board of Managers as early in 
the Convention year as possible shall submit to the Finance Com- 
mittee through the General Secretary a careful estimate of the money 
needed during the year for the successful conduct of the work in their 
respective departments, to be included in the budget for the Conven- 
tion work. 

Section 12. All standing committees of the Board of Managers 
shall provide for the keeping of an accurate record of their trans- 
actions in permanent form, and shall make reports to the Board when- 
ever it is necessary. 

AETICLE IV. DUTIES OF THE OFFICERS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. The General Secretary. 

(a) The General Secretary shall have supervision of the entire 
work of the Convention, under the direction of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, including the raising of the money 
needed for the work of the Convention and the cooperating national 
societies. 

(b) He and his associates shall visit, advise, and encourage the 
churches, particularly those aided by the Convention, as opportunity 
may occur, and seek to lead them into participation in the missionary 
work of the denomination. 

(c) He may not pledge pecuniary aid to churches or missionaries, 
except as authorized by the Board of Managers or its Executive Com- 
mittee : provided, however, that with the consent of the Finance Com- 
mittee he may in emergencies expend not more than one hundred 
($100) dollars in any one month for supply preachers for needy 
pastorless churches, or for evangelistic or missionary services in such 
churches. 

(d) He shall attend all the meetings of the Board of Managers 
and its Executive Committee, to counsel and advise as he can con- 
cerning the work of the Convention, but shall not have the power to 
vote. 

(e) He shall himself, or through his associates, direct the activities 
of all the committees of the Board of Managers. 

(f) He shall each year submit to the Finance Committee a care- 
ful estimate of the amount of money needed to carry on the work of 
the Convention, to be included in the unified missionary budget. 

(g) He shall serve as Recording Secretary of the Convention, the 
Board of Managers, and the Executive Committee, and shall have 
charge of the printing of the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Section 2. Associate Secretary. 

(a) The Associate Secretary shall cooperate with the General 
Secretary, as he and the Board of Managers may direct, in the work 
of the Convention. 
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Section 3. Secretary of Religious Education. 

(a) The Secretary of Religious Education, under the direction of 
the General Secretary and the Board of Managers through its Com- 
mittee on Religious Education, shall have special charge of the work 
of religious education. 

(b) He shall make a report annually to the Convention. 

Section 4. Treasurer. 

(a) The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Con- 
vention, both invested and current, receiving and disbursing, or in- 
vesting the same as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury on 
written order from the Secretary of the Board of Managers counter- 
signed by the chairman of the Finance Committee. 

(c) The Treasurer shall keep separate accounts of the various 
funds of the Convention, and report and account to the Convention 
annually and each quarter if directed by the Finance Committee. 

(d) The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 5. Auditor. 

The Auditor shall audit the accounts of all financial agents of the 
Convention annually at the end of the fiscal year and make report to 
the Convention through the Finance Committee, or quarterly if the 
committee shall require. 

Section 6. Collector of Missionary Funds. 

(a) The Collector of Missionary Funds shall receive all current 
contributions of churches and individuals to the Convention and 
cooperating national societies and turn same over to the Treasurer 
as directed by the Finance Committee. 

(b) The Collector shall give corporate bonds to the Convention 
in such sum as the Finance Committee, with the approval of the Board 
of Managers, may require. 

Section 7. The duties of such other agents as may be appointed 
by the Board of Managers shall be defined by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. RULES TO GOVERN APPROPRIATIONS 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their quar- 
terly reports to the Board through the General Secretary. All ap- 
propriations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no applications 
for aid will be considered until the report of the church has been re- 
ceived. Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in 
October, January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when they 
shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for at least 
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three objects of benevolence, including the work of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, and when they shall have satisfied the Board 
that their methods of raising funds are systematic, and best adapted- 
for securing the largest possible revenues from their local con- 
stituencies. 

3. No appropriations shall be made to any church, when in the 
judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor or the church is not 
considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that any 
church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with the 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice and 
settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured ; and in all cases 
where such appropriations amount to $500 or more, the church or 
society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of the 
property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time as 
the Board of Managers shall deem it expedient to reconvey the 
property. 

ARTICLE VI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Convention by a majority vote. Such 
of the By-Laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of the 
Finance Committee, excepting By-Laws of the Board of Managers, 
Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (f), shall be of equal binding force 
with’the provisions of the Constitution, and can be changed only by a 
two-thirds vote of all the members present at the annual meeting of 
the Convention, after one year’s notice. 

LEGACIES AND ANNUITIES 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should appear 
as The Connecticut Baptist Convention. The General Secretary of 
the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any person desirous 
of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Convention or for the 
Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any particular object. 
Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the Convention will be 
gladly accepted and interest according to the established annuity 
rates will be paid to the donor during life. This plan has the advan- 
tage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of interest to the donor 
for life and assures the Convention of the entire amount of money 
desired to be given at the death of the donor without deduction by 
the settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further 
information in regard to this matter.

Meriden, Conn., October 13-14, 1925. 

The One Hundred Second Annual Meeting of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention was held in the meeting- 
house of the First Baptist Church, Meriden, October 13, 
14, 1925. 

At 10 :00 a.m., Tuesday, October 13, President Lackey 
called the Convention to order. 

Rev. Frank B. Haggard, pastor of Asylum Avenue 
Church,' Hartford, led in prayer. 

Rev. B. N. Timbie, chairman of the Program Com- 
mittee presented the printed program. Voted: That the 

program be adopted subject to any necessary changes.

Rev. B. N. Timbie, pastor of the First Church, in behalf of the 
Baptist churches of the city — ^the pastors of which were with him 
on the platform, gave the address of welcome, giving a brief survey 
of the twelve years since the Convention met in Meriden and the 
sweeping changes that had taken place in our nation. He spoke of 
the splendid host of young people that were at the banquet and meet- 
ing on Monday evening. He gave the delegates a hearty and cordial 
welcome, saying: “We do not want to advertise our welcome. We 
want you to find it everywhere. We want you to find the welcome 
that we feel in our hearts for you all.” He said that prayers of 
intercession for the success of the meetings had been made “for the 
opening of the windows of Heaven and that there come a season of 
blessing.” 

President Lackey said in response : “Brother Timbie and our fellow 
pastors of Meriden and the members of the Meriden churches — 
for the Convention, and in their behalf, I desire to express our 
appreciation of the cordial words of welcome that have been said. 
We have already felt the warm welcome which was manifest yester- 
day, although the people of the Convention almost overwhelmed the 
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church by coming in such large numbers. Larger numbers than were 
anticipated and expected, there being more than 288 people served 
at the Young People’s banquet. We trust that our remaining with 
you will be a source of inspiration and help to you.”

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 

For the eighth time it is my privilege to bring to the Convention 
the annual message. It has been a great joy to be associated in an 
official way with the State work of our denomination during these 
years which have marked such remarkable growth in denominational 
consciousness and denominational unity of purpose. A comparison 
of our Baptist State work then and now ought to bring us cause for 
rejoicing. 

Eight years ago our Baptist headquarters for the state consisted 
of a desk in a rented space in another man’s office. Today we have 
three commodious rooms amply large for meetings of the executive 
committee or the Board of managers. Eight years ago our state 
force consisted of a General Secretary and a part time stenographer. 
Today we have three full time workers and a full time stenographer 
all working at high pressure and going at full speed. Then our 
churches were contributing $63,500 annually for benevolent and 
missionary purposes. During the New World Movement our churches 
contributed $251,000 annually for the same purposes. Last year 
our giving felt the reaction from the New World Movement and our 
contributions fell to $172,000. But even this figure marks a great 
advance over our record eight years ago. Besides this visible and 
tangible advance there has been a tremendous growth in denomina- 
tional and cooperative effort which promises great things for the 
future and the value of which cannot be estimated in figures and 
statistics. 

It is significant, too, that this period has been marked by the fierce 
theological controversy that has raged throughout the religious world 
and which has in some sections hindered and paralyzed our mission- 
ary and cooperative effort. Doctrinal controversy can do nothing 
but stir up strife, and the great Kingdom enterprise can only suffer 
while the brethren strive with each other. Far better would it have 
been if all our brethren instead of fighting with each other, should 
consecrate their energy and effort to fighting the arch-enemy of 
souls and to extending the dominion of our Lord over new stretches 
of the empire of darkness. 

Fortunately for Baptists our cherished independence of the local 
church and our loosely hung denominational polity made it impossible 
for the controversy to have any very decided divisive effect. Our 
great Baptist constituency have remained inherently loyal at heart 
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to our great denominational program and purpose. We have suffered 
much less than other denominations with a more connected form of 
government. And most fortunately of all the throes of this con- 
troversy have been felt very little in Connecticut. Here our churches 
have worked together in the unity of. the spirit, keeping their eyes 
on the denominational goals. Here all our churches belong to the 
great middle-of-the-road Baptist who are really putting over our de- 
nominational program. We have reason to thank God. 

But the thing that has caused us grave concern is the fact that 
while our giving mounted to an average of $251,000 per year, it 
dropped to $172,000 the first year after the close of that movement, 
that while our giving as a denomination mounted to ten millions the 
first year of the New World Movement, it declined steadily until 
last year it barely reached half that sum, thus bringing our great 
missionary enterprises into very grave peril. So much so that Dr. 
Anderson in his report to the Seattle Convention said that unless 
more money were given for the use of our foreign societies, either 
two whole missionary fields or twenty missionary stations must be 
abandoned. This statement so moved the great convention that amid 
tears and prayer the Convention decided that this must not be. It 
was voted to ask the denomination to contribute $263,000 as an 
emergency fund over and above our regular budget to save our 
mission field. This fund was designated “The Lone Star Fund.” 
Connecticut’s quota of this amount is $8,940. Members of Central 
Church of which Dr. White and I have the joy and honor of being 
pastors have agreed to contribute half this amount if the other 
churches of the state will contribute the other half^ — and this with 
the hope that the state will make Connecticut’s contribution $10,000. 
Let every pastor here present this cause and enlist his larger givers 
in this effort to save our mission fields. 

Owing to the great depreciation of our denominational giving, our 
State Convention has again fallen short in its funds. To meet this 
situation the Board of Managers has authorized Mr. Sloat, our Direc- 
tor of Missionary Cooperation to secure, if possible, from the givers 
of our state $10,000, to meet our State Convention deficit. A part 
of this has been pledged. We earnestly commend this task to our 
people with the hope and prayer that the whole amount may be 
secured, and our Convention treasury be lifted from its embarrass- 
ment and debt. 

Once again in this last address as your president, I wish to speak 
of the situation of the rural churches of our state. Once in the days 
of less rapid transportation these churches were the centers of vigor- 
ous religious and community life. But in these last days the young 
people of the farms and villages are seeking the larger opportunity 
of the city life. Ours is fast becoming an urban population, and 
the rural churches are being bereft of their membership. Gradual- 
ly they are being occupied by an alien population of another faith. 
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What are we to do with these churches? In some of our communi- 
ties, the future of these churches seems hopeless. They are slowly 
dying. In some cases, there is no possibility of a renewal of life. 
I well remember two or three years ago when one of these churches 
reported that it had only one resident member and he was eighty-two 
years old. If there is any hope for these churches, it is to be found 
in the generations yet to come — in the children of the present alien 
population. It has been the policy of the Convention to aid these 
churches as much as its funds will allow, with the hope that they may 
yet perform a helpful ministry. But the president urges as he has 
done before that the time has come for a more aggressive policy in 
the handling of the rural situation. Instead of giving these churches 
just sufficient aid to keep them barely alive, we should select one or 
two of the more promising fields, and pour our resources into these 
fields in sufficient amounts so that these fields may be built up to the 
place where they may be self-supporting, then transfer our support 
to some other field. Our present policy gets us nowhere. This 
policy of which I speak would, in my opinion, in the next 25 or 30 
years place many of our aided churches on a sound and self-support- 
ing basis. 

But the fact that the rural church is declining is not to be mourned 
as a sign of decay in the Christian Church. All the seven churches 
to which John wrote his Apocalyptic messages have long since passed 
out of existence. But the Christian Church still flourishes as the 
oldest and most powerful of human institutions. It is today lifting 
empires off their hinges and turning the streams of human activities 
into new channels and is pushing its domains out over our new 
stretches of the kingdom of darkness as never before. The decline 
of the rural church is only an indication that the battle ground of 
the centuries for the church must be. transferred from the rural 
communities to our urban centers. This is an age of great cities. 
Here the problems of the future are to be solved. Here the power 
of the Christian Church is to be tested as never before. In our great 
cities are massed the forces most antagonistic both to chui;-ch and 
state. Here poverty and wickedness are congested. Here the 
wretched exist but cannot be said to live. Here the forces of evil 
are gathered together. Here are found the slum districts, the sweat 
shop, the booze joint, the brothel — great, festering cesspools of moral 
corruption, the inspiration of anarchy and crime. Here the enemies 
of the home are the most rampant. Here vice stalks abroad in the 
light of the clearest noonday. It is an age of social cyclones and 
industrial revolutions. Can the Gospel of the Son of God save these 
great congested centers of human life? This is the mighty problem 
confronting the city church. It is not the rural church but the city 
church that is facing this most terrific challenge of the Christian era. 

It is with grave concern that the city pastor faces this appalling 
challenge. Thus far it seems to have been an uneven fight. The 
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churches in our cities in many instances have failed utterly to sense 
the peril. The followers of Christ seem to have been seeking con- 
venient places of worship, rather than challenging places of service. 
They have been fleeing from their task. In Hartford during the last 
twenty years while thousands of people have moved into the down- 
town districts, seven Protestant churches have moved out. How long 
will it take to evangelize our cities at that rate? The situation is 
grave and the issue is clear. It is my Arm conviction that our city 
churches ought to set themselves against cowardly abandonment of 
the most needy sections of our cities’ teeming life. At no place 
more than in these down-town sections of commercialism and com- 
petitive strife, is there need for some voice to cry “Come” and some 
Anger to point to the Lamb of God. 

The president desires also to call the attention of the churches to 
the unprecedented challenge presented by the wave of lawlessness 
and crime that is sweeping over our land. Never has there been such 
a clarion call for the rallying of our Christian fortes on the side of 
law and order. When a state legislature dares to declare itself for 
evasion of the constitution and laxity of law enforcement as did the 
last legislature of Connecticut in its defeat of the Wheeler Bill, it is 
time for the Christian church to gird up her loins and gather her 
moral forces for a mighty assault on the world the flesh and the 
devil and such political treason in particular. But while this appalling- 
outbreak of lawlessness that is sweeping over our land may be partly 
due to spineless legislation and inefficient enforcement, yet much of 
it must be attributed to the delinquency of our churches in stressing 
its mofal issues and its religious educational program. With the 
passing of the Federal amendment the church furled its battle flags 
and left the field thinking the victory won. Even the rude awaken- 
ing that the outbreak of lawlessness has brought seems to have regis- 
tered more in mere protest, on the one hand, and in discouragement 
and dissatisfaction with prohibition, on the other, than in a deter- 
mination to save the ground we have won and to make our victory 
secure. The liquor forces are now making their most determined 
attempt to regain the ground they have gained. 

The passing of the Eighteenth amendment was a greater victory for 
decency and order then the country has ever seen and we must allow 
it to be made a Pyrrhic victory by the bootleggers and the liquor 
gang, much less by allowing it to be betrayed in the house of its 
friends. Let the churches arouse themselves. The fight is still on. 
The victory is not complete. It may take a decade. If the liquor 
traffic can be stamped out in a generation it will be the greatest 
heritage any generation ever bequeathed to posterity, a nation free 
from rum. 

Our churches should also seek to create and foster, the spirit of 
international fellowship and good will. America is in the world. 
She cannot be isolated. Any attempt at isolation is only shirking 
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national responsibility. A new hour is here, and a new page is to 
be written in world destiny. An unequalled opportunity is at hand 
for America to help so shape world events that wars shall be no more. 
Let the church help hasten the coming of the Prince of Peace, by 
creating a tidal wave of sentiment that will carry our beloved into 
the world court and into such international agreements as shall out- 
law war. 

Let me once more urge our churches that they be loyal to our 
great Baptist enterprise. Let every church be alert to our whole 
program. It is of vital importance that our churches catch the de- 
nominational vision. As the branch cannot bear fruit except it abide 
in the vine, so the individual church cannot be fruitful and strong 
except it link itself up to our denominational program. A church 
that lives for itself will die. A church must be missionary or perish. 
The light that shines the farthest shines brightest near at home. 
How shall they know of our great program without a preacher; and 
how shall the preacher preach except he be sent? Every church should 
send its preacher — other delegates if possible — but at least the 
preacher to our great state and national conventions. The best in- 
vestment any church can make looking toward its own prosperity 
is to pay its pastor’s expenses to the meeting of the Northern Baptist 
Convention each year. 

I wish also to speak a word about our relation to the Ministers’ 
and Missionaries’ Benefit Board. It is the cheapest insurance I know. 
Its plan was worked out by the Actuary of The Travelers Insurance 
Company and is on a sound basis. Its plan is to secure for the 
minister a retiring pension after he reaches the age of 65. Every 
church should see that its minister has this insurance. Scarcely a 
business enterprise these days but insures its employees. The church 
should at least be as kind to its minister as a business institution is 
to its employees. 

But we must not forget our main task — evangelism, at home and 
abroad. There are multitudinous things that press in upon us for at- 
tention and in which the church is vitally interested and on which the 
church must declare herself in no uncertain terms. But these do not 
constitute the main issue. These are only the by-products of the 
Christian faith. The main purpose of the church in the world to 
preach the unsearchable riches, Christ — to the Jews a stumbling 
block, to the Greeks foolishness, but to them that believe, both the 
power of God and the wisdom of God. Let the church fail not in 
its evangelistic appeal, for the poor old world will always need a 
voice to say “Come” and a finger to point it to Christ and Him 
crucified. 

In closing allow me to express my appreciation of the good will 
and cooperation of the officers and the members of the convention 
in securing the measure of success that has attended our efforts. As 
another takes upon himself the duties of this office with which you 
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have honored me during the past eight years, I wish to assure him 
that I shall join with you in hearty cooperation to secure for his 
efforts the largest possible success. May God bless the Convention 
in all its work.

Report of 

THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 


The Board of Managers to 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention 

Greeting; — Your Board of Managers formerly the Board of Trustees, 
respectfully submits the one hundred second annual report of its ac- 
tivities during the year 1924-1925. 

Meetings of the Board 

The Board held four meetings during the year. The first meeting 
was for preliminary organization. The second an adjourned meet- 
ing for the dividing of the Board into committees authorized by the 
Constitution of the Convention, adopted at the meeting of the Con- 
vention in New Haven, October, 1924. The third, the semi-annual 
meeting of the Board in April, 1926, and the fourth held in Meriden, 
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October, 1926. There have been three meetings of the Executive 
Committee, including a special meeting held in February, 1925. 

Changes in the Board 

There have been several changes in the personnel of the Board, 
due to death, resignations, removals from the state and conditions 
of membership provided by the Constitution. One member, Mrs. A. 
I. Ward of New Haven, died in May, 1925, a few days after the 
April meeting of the Board, at which she was present. Mrs. Ward 
was a faithful member, held several positions of honor and respon- 
sibility in the state organizations. She was treasurer of the Woman’s 
Mission Society and was also a member of the State Board of Pro- 
motion during the period of The New World Movement. Suitable 
resolutions were adopted by the Board, spread on the minutes, and 
a copy sent to the family. One member, Mrs. E. R. Hitchcock, New 
Britain, resigned as her other duties made it impossible for her to 
act on the Board of Managers. Her resignation was accepted with 
regret. Three members removed from the state. Rev. James McGee, 
D.D., New Haven, has gone to Michigan. For a number of years he 
was an active member of the Board and of the Executive Committee. 
He was also a member of the State Board of Promotion, while it 
existed, and was Connecticut’s representative on the General 
Board of Promotion — later named the General Board of Missionary 
Cooperation. He was also a member of the Administrative Com- 
mittee of the General Board. William A. Fraser, Noank, for many 
years an active member of the Board, accepted a position in the 
Gyspy Smith Jr. Evangelistic Party which compels his absence from 
the state. Rev. John C. Stoddard, Putnam, was elected to the Board 
at the Convention of 1924. A few months later he resigned the 
pastorate of the Putnam Church and removed to Massachusetts. 

The Work of the Secretaries 

The work of the Convention has been carried on under the direc- 
tion of the General Secretary and his associates, — the Secretary for 
Missionary Cooperation and the Secretary of Religious Education. 
The accounts of the activities of these secretaries will appear in the 
reports submitted by them of their work in conjunction with the 
Committees of Missionary Cooperation and Religious Education, 
which appear elsewhere in the Connecticut Baptist Annual. 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 

The Connecticut Baptist Education Society has been in the budget 
of the Convention for $2,600., which is devoted to aiding worthy 
young men and young women who are seeking educational prepara- 
tion for the Christian ministry and other departments of Christian 
service. The Education Society, through its president and secretary, 
kindly relinquished part of the appropriation made by the Convention 
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to that Society during the year. This was clue to the financial con- 
dition of the Convention’s treasury. The Convention appreciates ex- 
ceedingly the fraternal attitude and action of the Education Society. 

Sufiield School 

Suffield School has had a splendid year under the leadership of Dr. 
Brownell Gage. The Board of Managers authorized the increasing 
of the state quota of $160,000. to $165,000. — $5,000. of this amount 
is for the fund known as The Connecticut Baptist Convention En- 
dowment Fund of Suffield School, which was begun by the Board of 
1923-1924. Suffield School receives monthly its percentage of the 
distributable receipts. 

New England Baptist Conference 

The Convention is a member of the New England Baptist Con- 
ference. The General Secretary is one of the Vice-Presidents and 
the Convention has other representatives on the Board of Trustees. 
The New England Conference controls and operates the Ocean Park 
School of Methods. Our Secretary of Religious Education was 
a member of the faculty of the School of Methods this year and had 
charge of the delegation of sixty-four from Connecticut. The Con- 
vention appropriated for the use of the school $800. Full report of 
the School of Methods will be found in the report of the Secretary 
of Religious Education, 

Woman’s Baptist Mission Society 

The Convention appropriated through its Board the sum not to 
exceed $200. for the current expenses of this Society. The Society 
is actively engaged in raising $30,000., (due April, 1927), as 
Connecticut’s share of the Golden Anniversary Fund of $500,000. 
The campaign for this fund was launched by the W’s. A. B. H. M. 
Society in recognition of the fiftieth anniversary of its organization. 

Connecticut Federation of Churches 

The Convention is a member of the Connecticut Federation of 
Churches. It is represented by a regularly appointed Committee, 
which reports annually to the Convention. The Board this year ap- 
propriated $300. to the work of the Federation. The Federation, 
through its General Secretary, who has also been through the year 
acting-pastor for the church at Storrs Agricultural College, is inter- 
ested in a campaign to raise funds for the erection of a Community 
Social Center building and re-modeling the church edifice to fit it 
for its work among the students of the college of all denominations 
and creeds. 

AIDED CHURCHES 

The Convention has tried to live up to that part of its motto which 
refers to needy churches “To each Church according to its Need”. 
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Some churches are aided by having the interest on mortgages and 
loans paid. Such an arrangement is usually entered into by an 
agreement with the church whereby the Convention carries the inter- 
est on the mortgage for a term of years, on condition that a certain 
amount be paid on the principal annually by the church. The 
churches thus aided are: Olivet, New Haven; Montauk Avenue, New 
London; Grand Avenue, New Haven; West Haven; New Hope, Dan- 
bury; and Olivet, Hartford. All of these churches have made sub- 
stantial reductions on the principal of their mortgages. The Con- 
vention also aided in paying the pastors salaries of twenty-five 
churches. One of these during the year has become self-supporting 
and one has ceased to exist. Among the churches ministered to in 
one way or another are: 

Branford, St. Paul’s Church, Rev. David Moss pastor. This colored 
church was organized and recognized a few months ago. The Con- 
vention has aided in the support of the pastor for the last three 
months. They have asked aid for the coming year. The pastor is 
a promising young minister. He is taking special studies in Yale 
Divinity School. 

Bridgeport, German Church, Rev. Emil Berger pastor, has been 
doing its usual good work during the year. It made a substantial 
reduction in its indebtedness recently. The Czecho-Slovak mission 
has found a home in the German edifice. 

Canton Church continues its services under the leadership of Rev. 
A. H. Carpenter, who is in business in Hartford and is acting as 
pastor of the church. This church has a thriving church school. 

Colebrook, the North and South Churches, are under the care of 
Rev. Samuel Johnson, pastor of the Winsted Church. Repairs and 
improvements have been made on the parsonage at North Colebrook. 

Colchester. The Convention has continued the appropriation to 
Mrs. B. D. Remington as church visitor. During part of the year it 
has been supplied by David Butler of the Central Church, Hartford. 

Danbury, New Hope Church, Rev. J. Edward Harris pastor, is re- 
joicing in the completion and dedication of its new church edifice. 
The building was dedicated Easter Sunday, April 12, 1925. This 
church is loyal to the denomination and is meeting its financial obli- 
gations regularly. 

Dunham Memorial Church, Mansfield Depot, Rev. J. W. Carpenter 
pastor, is aided by the Convention. This little group keep faithfully 
on. It is the only church in the community. 

Eastford and Westford Churches are served by Rev. Herbert C. 
Plumb. The pastor was ordained by a Council which met at his 
home church at Stafford. The Westford Church voted at a recent 
business meeting to relinquish the appropriation made by the Con- 
vention for its work and will endeavor to be a self-supporting church. 
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Fitchville Church, Kev. J. F. Speerli pastor, made progress during 
the year. 

Hartford, Blue Hills Church, Rev. I. H. Benedict pastor, received 
aid to the end of the year 1924. At that time they voted to relin- 
quish the grant from the State Convention. The progress in this 
church is such that the securing of a new building is one of the 
problems which it will soon be called upon to solve. 

Ledyard Church has a church school under the leadership of 
Charles C. Zabriskie, Preston City. Mr. Zabriskie has invited differ- 
ent ministers to preach occasionally during the year. He is prepar- 
ing to have a series of evangelistic meetings this autumn. 

Milford Church, Rev. Edward Blackwell pastor, has received aid 
the larger part of the year. The appropriation ceased automatically 
with the removal of the pastor, who accepted the call of the Sufbeld, 
Third Church. The Suffield, Third Church, made application for aid ; 
but after the pastor settled he encouraged the church to make a 
strenuous effort to remain self-supporting. It is doing this, although 
the people have spent a substantial sum renovating the building and 
have voted to pay in full the arrears of its missionary quota, dating 
from 1921. 

Montowese Church has been served by student pastors for a long 
term of years. Early in the year they called to the pastorate. Rev. 
Charles H. Heimsath, a graduate student of Yale Divinity School. 
Under his leadership, assisted by his wife, who is also a graduate 
student, the church is taking on new life. The parsonage has been 
painted and repaired and a garage has been erected. Congregations 
have more than doubled. A large increase has been made in the 
membership. A community program has been put on. This is the 
only church in the community. 

Naugatuck. Rev. Francis C. Lamb continues to serve the church 
in Naugatuck. 

New London, Montauk Avenue Church, Rev. H. J. Chase pastor, 
is making progress under the leadership of the pastor. Substantial 
payments have been made on the mortgage. The Convention aids 
in paying the pastor’s salary. 

Norwich, Mt. Calvary Church, Rev. G. G. McGee pastor. A slight 
reduction was made in the appropriation to this church during the 
year. 

Poquonock Bridge Church, Rev. H. B. Hutchins pastor, for a few 
months was aided by the Convention. Recently the church voted to 
discontinue the request for aid. 

Sterling Hill Church is prospering under the leadership of Rev. 
C. S. Nightingale, pastor of the church at Moosup. 
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Thompson, East Church, which has been supplied by the pastor of 
the Putnam Church, the Convention aiding in paying the transporta- 
tion of the pastor, has — since the resignation of Rev. J. C. Stoddard, 
been under the pastoral care of Rev. George Camp of Webster, Mass. 
The church has not asked for aid under the new arrangement. 

W^aterbury, Second Church, Rev. Raymond J. Bates pastor, has 
been aided for one year. During that time it has had a change in* 
pastorates — Rev. A. E. Harris resigned and Rev. Raymond J. Bates, 
a graduate of Colby College and Newton Theological Seminary, for- 
merly a member of the Willimantic Church, was called to the 
pastorate. 

West Haven Church, Rev. Bernard D. Adams pastor. This church 
had its first D.V.B. School this year, which proved to be a great suc- 
cess. The church is carrying its financial burdens bravely and have 
made payments on the indebtedness. 

Bridgeport, Calvary Church, received aid during a few months of 
the year in payment of the traveling expenses of Chester L. Persing, 
a Yale student, who carried on the work until forced by serious ill- 
ness to give it up. After careful consideration, counseling with the 
Bridgeport Baptist Council and the Secretary of the Convention, the 
church finally decided to close its doors. A Committee of the Board 
was appointed to dispose of the property. This was sold to the 
Norwegian Danish Lutheran Church. 

The Old Suffield First Church has had two or three services dur- 
ing the year conducted by the General Secretary. This church 
seems destined “to cease from its labors”. The majority of its 
members are within easy traveling distance of the Suffield, Second 
Church. 

New Haven, Grand Avenue Church was aided through the sum- 
mer months by a nominal sum. It has called to its pastorate Rev. 
Sandford Fleming, who is taking advanced work in Yale. Mr. Flem- 
ing was pastor of the church some years ago. He received an en- 
thusiastic welcome by the church which looks forward into the com- 
ing months hopefully. 

Torrington Calvary Church, Rev. J. Hunter Stearns pastor, a self- 
sustaining church which has been struggling under heavy indebted- 
ness, appealed to the Convention for relief. The Board made an 
appropriation toward its indebtedness of $6,600., which relieved the 
critical situation. The church entered into a Tabernacle Campaign, 
with the other Evangelical Churches of the city, and increased its 
membership, deepened its spiritual life and strengthened its courage 
to go forward in the good work. 

Associational Missionary 

The Convention continued the arrangement made with the Mission- 
ary Committee of the Stonington Union Association several years 
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ago, whereby Rev. Frank S. Robbins has been doing work as Associ- 
ational Missionary. He serves two or three of the smaller churches, 
conducts series of evangelistic meetings, supervises several church 
schools and is doing good work among the smaller churches of the 
Association. The Convention pays one-half his salary. 

NEW AMERICANS 

One of the important departments of the work of the Convention 
is the evangelizing of the New Americans. During the past year the 
Convention has aided in the support of fifteen missions and churches. 

' This work is supported by the A. B. H. M. Society, The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention and some of the churches in the locality where 
the missions are located. There have been marks of progress in 
the reports from the various missions. There are real needs of a 
material nature in several of them. We have aided in carrying on 
work among the following New Americans: 

RUSSIANS 

The Russian Evangelical Baptist Church of Connecticut, Rev. John 
Daviduk pastor, has three stations, located in Ansonia, Hartford and 
Waterbury. The Ansonia group worship in the First Baptist Church. 
The Hartford group have purchased a meeting-house. This was made 
possible by the aid of generous Baptist friends, the contributions of 
the Russian people and the State Convention. The Convention has 
also aided in providing a suitable building for the line-o-type 
machine, which prints the paper, “The Sower of Truth”, for circula- 
tion among the Russians in Connecticut, North America and Europe. 
The Waterbury section of the church worships in the basement of 
a proposed edifice which they hope to erect in the near future. MA 
Daviduk preaches at these three stations and will soon resume the 
printing of his paper, which he had to have printed elsewhere during 
his recent illness. 

HUNGARIANS 

The Convention is aiding two Hungarian Churches and a Hun- 
garian Mission. 

Bridgeport Church, Rev. Ladislaus Revesz pastor, is doing its 
usual good work. During the early part of the year the Convention 
made possible the renting of a store in another section of the city 
for carrying on a church school, which grew out of the open-air ser- 
vices of the summer months. Because of lack of means to place 
a missionary there the work had to be discontinued. 

Wallingford Church, secured a new pastor during the year. Rev. 
Stephen Balogh was transferred from New Jersey to Wallingford. 
During the year they celebrated the tenth anniversary of the organ- 
ization of the church. 
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The mission at South Norwalk is under the leadership of Rev. A. 
Kinda, who has not, as yet, completed his studies at the Inter- 
national Seminary, New Jersey. The people have recently repaired 
and painted the interior of the church. There is great need of some 
work being done on the retaining walls and grounds of the church. 
The church is the property of the Convention. 

CZECHO-SLOVAKIAN 

The Convention is aiding two Czecho-Slovakian missions at 
Bridgeport and Torrington, Rev. George Georgoff missionary. Dur- 
ing the year. Rev. J. J. Pavelda, who served these fields, accepted a 
call to Ohio. After several months of diligent search Mr. Georgoff, 
of Chicago, was called to the work. He began his service in July. He 
makes his home in Bridgeport and visits the Torrington mission 
regularly. In addition to this, he is studying three days per week in 
the International Seminary. These missions are housed in the Ger- 
man Baptist Church Bridgeport and Calvary Baptist Church 
Torrington. 

ITALIANS 

Ansonia Mission, Rev. S. LoPresti missionary, has been active 
under his leadership. The missionary was active in the D.V.B. 
School held by the First Church under the leadership of the pastor. 
Rev. F. P. Freemen, and also conducted a vacation school in the 
mission itself. The First Church makes liberal contribution to the 
support of the mission and, through a Committee, supervises the 
work. The Convention not only aids in the support of the mission- 
ary but has also invested a large amount in the mission meeting- 
house. 

Bridgeport Mission, Rev. Biagio Isgro missionary, holds its services 
in the Second Church, Rev. R. D. Trick pastor. This mission needs a 
building of its own. The Convention also aids generously in the 
salary of Miss Cynthia Moore, who does missionary work among the 
New Americans in Bridgeport. The missionary work in Bridgeport 
is supervised by the Bridgeport Baptist Union. 

Hartford Mission, Rev. A. Roca missionary, needs a meeting-house 
of its own. During the year it moved into the Village Street Mission, 
which is rather better adapted for its work and worship than the 
former quarters. 

Meriden Mission, Rev. A. Pasciuta missionary. During the year. 
Rev. J. E. Parrella, who served the mission for eight years as mission- 
ary, accepted the call to the pastorate of the Italian Church, New 
Haven, and for several months carried on the work in both fields. 
Later, Rev. A. Pasciuta, who was missionary in New Haven some 
years ago, accepted the invitation and has taken up the work in 
Meriden. The First and Main Street Churches, Meriden, make regu- 
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lar contributions to this object. This mission really needs a new 
and a larger building. Some repairs are imperative at the present 
time. 

Norwich Mission, Eev. Valentino Panizzoli missionary, holds its 
services in the Central Baptist Church, Dr. D. A. Pitt pastor. This 
church makes liberal contribution to the support of the mission and 
also supervises its work through a Committee. A D.V.B. School was 
conducted during the summer. 

Waterbury Mission, Eev. A. Ventura missionary, conducts its wor- 
ship in the First Church Waterbury, Eev. D. P. Gaines pastor. This 
mission needs a building for social service work located in or near 
the Italian colony. The mission participated in the community 
•D.V.B.S. 

New Haven Church, Eev. J. E. Parrella pastor, is moving forward 
under his leadership. The organ in the church has been repaired 
and paid for by the people themselves. This work is carried on 
under the supervision of the New Haven Baptist Union. 

Davenport House of Christian Service 

Davenport House of Christian Service, New Haven, E. A. Samp- 
son, director is located next door to the Italian Church building. 
Heretofore the director has given part time to the work, but now 
the present director is giving full-time service. The staff of workers 
numbers fifteen, two full time, three part time and ten volunteer. 
The activities include religious, educational and social work, an 
athletic program and general welfare activities. The W’s. A. M. B. 
H. M. Society aids in the support of women workers connected with 
the house. The Convention and the A. B. H. M. Society cooperat- 
ing appropriate $3,000. a year to this object. It is under the super- 
vision of the New Haven Baptist Union. 

The Connecticut Baptist 

The State Convention and the State Board of Missionary Cooper- 
ation cooperate in the publishing of the state paper, known as “The 
Connecticut Baptist”. The object of this publication is that all of 
our work may have an adequate publicity channel through which to 
reach the constituency. The paper has won its way into the favor 
of many Baptists in the state. The subscription price of 25 cents 
per year is merely nominal and places it within the reach of every 
Baptist family. The subscription list is upwards of 2,700. It is 
edited by Eev. Horace B. Sloat. The Connecticut Baptist should be 
in every Baptist family in Connecticut. 

The denomination also has a great missionary magazine entitled 
“Missions”, of which every Baptist should be proud. It is known 
among such publications as one of the finest and best. It carries in- 
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teresting stories from mission fields beautifully illustrated. The price 
is $1.00 per year. 

“The Baptist” and “The Watchman-Examiner” are the weekly 
publications of the denomination. “The Baptist”, owned by the de- 
nomination, is published in Chicago, “The Watchman-Examiner” in 
New York. Both of these papers carry the latest news in the Baptist 
world. 

Evangelism 

The State Convention is cooperating through its Committee on 
Evangelism with the plan of the Northern Baptist Convention, sug- 
gested by the Home Mission Society, for placing special emphasis 
upon evangelism during the current year. The Board made an ap- 
propriation to the work of this Committee. The year has been ex- 
ceedingly fruitful in the matter of baptisms. During the autumn 
a meeting of the pastors of the state was held in Hartford-. The 
^Committee on Evangelism will report through its chairman. Dr. D. A. 
Pitt, at a later session of the Convention. 

FINANCES 

The Connecticut Baptist Convention is affiliated with the Northern 
Baptist Convention, and is one of the cooperating groups in carry- 
ing out the great program of Northern Baptists. It should be clearly 
understood that as result of this relation the Convention becomes, 
through its Committee of Missionary Cooperation, the promotional 
agency for all denominational activities and also the collecting agency 
for all monies raised within the state for denominational purposes. 
The Convention has not received its full budget for operating ex- 
penses during the last few years, due to the fact that the churches 
have not raised the full quota assigned to the state as a part of the 
quota of the whole denomination and thus an indebtedness has been 
incurred. 

The quota for Connecticut the year 1926-1926 is $165,000. of 
distributable money. If the Convention operating budget is to re- 
ceive the amount necessary for the operating expenses, the first duty 
of Connecticut Baptists in missionary giving is to see that this sum 
of $165,000. of distributable money is raised, for thru it contri- 
butions are made to all missionary activities of the denomination. 
Any other appeal should not be considered at the expense of the 
general quota. Gifts made to special objects ought to be “over and 
above” the individual’s share in the general budget. If the full 
amount is not raised and our operating budget does not receive its 
full share, your Board of Managers are faced with the absolute 
necessity of retrenching. Either we must cut down our appropria- 
tions to aided churches, or abandon some missions among the New 
Americans or cut off some department of our activities. Our state 
is a real mission field. A large proportion of the population of 
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Connecticut is made up of people we call ‘‘New Americans . It is 
the duty of Christian Connecticut to evangelize and Americanize 
these people. The vision of the future American, whose blood flows 
from the different countries of Europe and elsewhere, seems to have 
been given in this state, to the Baptist denomination, — as the Bap- 
tists are doing more mission work among these people than all the 
other denominations combined. Can we as Christians or as Ameri- 
cans, withdraw from this work? Yet this must be done, if our church 
and state quotas are not reached. Shall we withdraw our help from 
churches in strategic centers or out in the country where some of 
our future members are being reared and taught, thereby impovish- 
ing the future by removing all opportunity for receiving religious 
instruction? Yet, we would have to do this if the quotas of dis- 
tributal money for the churches and the state are not raised. The 
only other alternative is to increase our indebtedness. 

The Board wishes to call attention to the fact that our Funds fall 
into two classes: one, permanent funds, the income of which goes to 
the Convention and, the second, trust funds, the income of which 
goes to other objects. See full account of these funds in the report 
of the treasurer. 

Bequests and Annuities. We suggest to our Baptist constituency 
that in considering the placing of their benevolent gifts they keep 
in mind The Connecticut Baptist Convention. A form of bequest 
will be found in the Annual. We al§o wish to call attention to the 
liberal interest allowed on our Annuity Contracts to anyone wishing 
to make a gift to the Convention and have the income from the 
amount as long as he lives. 

The Convention is represented on the General Board of Missionary 
Cooperation by Eev. Charles A. Decker, Bridgeport, — who is also a 
member of the Administrative Committee of the Board. The Con- 
vention was officially represented at the Seattle meeting of the 
Northern Baptist Convention by the president and general secretary. 

We come to the close of the Convention year deeply grateful for 
the many manifestations of the Divine favor in all of our activities. 
We look forward into the coming year confldent that the Baptists of 
Connecticut will be true to Him, “Whose we are and whom we 
serve”, and loyally serve our “day and generation” under our motto, 
“From each church according to its ability. To each church according 
to its need.”

REPORTS FROM MISSIONARIES— “NEW AMERICANS 
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Rev. Chas. A. Decker, Bridgeport, chairman of the 
Committee of Missionary Cooperation, spoke on the 
“Finances”, emphasizing the necessity of going forward 
and not of retrenchment, in the work of the whole de- 
nomination as well as of the State Convention and made 
the motion that the report be adopted. Mr. H. H. Dickin- 
son, Hartford, seconded the motion for adoption, still 
further emphasizing Mr. Decker’s attitude on the Fin- 
ances and that nothing interfere with the statement that 
our full $165,000 of distributable money be raised at 
the end of the year. 

Voted: That the report of the Board of Managers be 
laid on the table until later in this session of the Conven- 
tion in order to give time for a fuller discussion of it. 

The time having arrived for the preaching of the an- 
nual sermon, the congregation sang, “Come Thou Al- 
mighty King”. Rev. J. G. Osborne, Mystic, read for the 
scripture lesson John 6:31-58 and offered prayer, and 
Rev. C. S. Nightingale, Moosup, announced as his text — 
John 6 :53. The theme of the sermon was “Appropriat- 
ing the Personality of Christ.” 

Convention Sermon 

Text: John VI: 53. “Jesus said unto them: Verily, 
verily, I say unto you except ye eat the flesh of the Son 
of man and drink his blood, ye have not life in your- 
selves.” 

It is taken for granted that the discourse in the “Bread of Life” 
is Christ’s advanced exposition of the Lord’s Supper, 

(1) If Jesus reduced the ritualism of religion to but two sym- 
bols would not the things they symbolized be central in import, in 
His mind, for all time? If for an hour we lift our mind, to span 
the Christian centuries — dismiss the passing phases of religious con- 
cerns: virgin birth, evolution, $100,000,000 campaign, specific prob- 
lems of social Christianity — and remember the continued celebration 
of the ordinance of the Lord’s Supper, “in obedience to His com- 
mand”, will it not occur to us that the spiritual content of the text 
is of sufficient importance as to demand Christ’s, “Verily, verily.”? 

But not only is the truth of the text central in the mind of Christ 
but it is increasingly evident that man in his distress and turmoil. 
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is perceiving that it is the “one thing needful.” The way out of the 
welter of world war conditions- is Jesus. Religious controversy will 
not be settled by Genesis but in Jesus. The world’s unsolvable 
problems are solvable only in Jesus. “We would see Jesus”, as the 
cry of the world, is becoming more and more articulate and insistent. 

The purpose of this sermon is to show that the full response to 
this cry is nothing less than experiencing what Jesus has in mind in 
this mystery text. 

The Significance of the Repulsiveness of Jesus’ Words 

(2) If we read the context and place ourselves in the Jewish 
setting we readily preceive the extraordinary objectionableness of 
the language of Jesus in the Bread of Life discourse'. Jesus, though 
a superb master of public speaking, here broke the first rule of 
homiletical discourse, of choosing words that would put his hearers 
in a sympathetic frame of mind to receive a truth. He discredits 
the manna of the wilderness, a brightest star in the Jewish theologi- 
cal firmament, and exalts himself, a common workman among them, 
as the bread of heaven. Instead of heeding the sneering murmurs 
he adds the thought of eating his flesh. Anger and disturbance 
follow. Still unheeding, Jesus insists over and over that they must 
drink His blood. Horror of horrors! All the sacred traditions of 
the generations trampled on! Theological ritualistic and aesthetic, 
standards to be violated! Animal blood not to be touched without 
pollution! Human blood to be drunk? Loathing, disgust, anger 
and tumult follow. Many of his disciples cannot bear it and leave 
him. Yesterday an applauding audience of 12,000 to 15,000. To- 
day his enemies feel it is safe to go about openly to kill him. O, 
Jesus, what a mistake when the same truth could have been told in 
tactful language! 

We can understand this apparent blunder on the part of Jesus 
only on the supposition that he had a central truth that he must 
brand into the minds and memories of men at any risk. He took 
the risk and lost but we have the truth in the ordinance of the 
Lord’s Supper. It would seem fair to consider that Jesus knew 
that the truth he had in mind would not be easily comprehended or 
that he foresaw a perverse persistency of the human spirit to sub- 
stitute a lesser thing for what was so central and necessary. If 
this truth was so important then may not we be concerned whether 
we have properly appraised it today? 

(3) The text is unique in all history and in all the world of re- 
ligious ideas. The Catholic takes its literally. We look with superior 
discernment on transubstantiation and strip the figures for its spirit- 
ual message. But have we subtracted from, as much as the Catholic 
has added to, the meaning. Considering the cost to Jesus of this 
speech and whether the matter of obedience to, or following, a leader 
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need have involved so grotesque and repulsive a figure of speech, 
must we not conclude that Jesus is telling us that if we have life 
in us, there must be some sort of participation of him, so that the 
figure of speech of the text will be fitting and no exaggeration. As 
great a thing may take place in the spiritual realm as the Catholic 
says takes place in the physical realm when the wine and wafer be- 
come the body and blood and is transferred to the participant. It 
may almost be termed spiritual transubstantiation. Incomprehensible 
as this may seem, there is more danger in making too little than too 
much of the text— No more is said than Jesus said and it is safe to 
apply the test: Is the figure greater than the thing figured? 

There developes then — out of the cry of the need of the world 
and the answer of Christ in the text, the subject: 

Appropriating the Personality of Christ, the Central Concern of 
Christianity. 

A conception is here offered of a moral and spiritual attainment 
coming by a spiritual process than can correctly be called appropri- 
ating the personality of the Master. 

Before other pressing problems of the church are solved and con- 
quests made by the church, this appropriating of Christ must become 
an habitual reality for individual Christians. 

1. The Import of the Eating and Drinking Method 

of Supporting Life 

The demands of the figure of the text and the symbols in the 
Lord’s Supper inevitably suggest the superiority of the eating method 
over the mechanical method of maintaining growth and repairs — 
Even to suggest the employment of the method the railroad gang 
uses to repair the rail wall embankment — even to suggest this method 
for repairing the waste or promoting the growth of the human body 
would be absurd. Let us carry over this comparison from the figure 
of the physical body to the thing figured — ^the spiritual life. If it 
is absurd to employ a mechanical means for supporting the life in 
the figure — the physical body, should not the obsurdity hold if the 
mechanical method is employed for supporting the spiritual life? 
Or may we leave out the very essence of the figure when we deduce 
the spiritual truths? It is the contention of this address that, in the 
historic interpretation of this text, both in doctrine and practice, we 
have so far emasculated the thought of Jesus that we have rejected, 
as non-essential, the process which a living thing demands for main- 
tenance, repair, and growth and have tried to maintain spiritual 
vigor by methods that in the physical realm must be termed mechani- 
cal. Is not Christ’s offensive language — employed at such a risk, 
explained by his intense desire to show that spiritual life is main- 
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tained only by a relationship to him, for which the text is not an 
exaggeration — a process of impartation of his personality to his 
followers. 

It is this conception of the relationship of the Christian individual 
to Jesus to which the church is turning. And when it shall come in 
full tide the wounds of the world will be healed and conquests “a 
nation in a day” — made for Christ. 

II. Evidence of Impartation of Personality 

Something similar, though no measuring up to, impartation of 
personality takes place in hero worship. Have we failed to observe 
how swiftly profound changes take place in essential personal char- 
acteristics when youth or even man meets the one who fills the role 
of hero. A minister trying to ascertain the attainment of the boys 
class in Sunday school education asked, “Who is the greatest man 
of all the world?” His own boy made the response, “Babe Ruth”. 
Instead of being alarmed we should utilize the principle involved 
in hero worship. When we remember what scores of thousands of 
boys throughout the land are attempting in physical prowess and 
endurance under the inspiration of hero worship, surely the under- 
lying principle involved recommends itself for use, both for quick 
effectiveness and pedagogical economy in the sphere of human and 
moral attainment. In nearly every sphere of hunian interest, we 
find this principle operating. Americanization is accomplished more 
by skillful presentation of the hero, Washington crossing the Dela- 
ware, than by teaching the precepts of the Constitution. Hidebound 
political or denominational affiliations are changed in a twinkling by 
marriage which involves the principle of hero worship. Political 
strategy always asks the question of the possible candidate, “Is he 
popular?” So Roosevelt’s political doctrines are adopted in ad- 
vance of their utterance. Educators, especially those who include 
moral training in the ideal curriculum, are realizing the fatality of 
restoring moral delinquents by the “line upon line, precept upon 
precept” or the “hickory stick” method. The employment of the 
moral hero method however brings respect and very extensive reform. 
Even Satan, when all other forms of temptation tried on Jesus failed, 
resorted to the supreme temptation of hero worship. “If thou will 
fall down and worship me” — for the wrong suggested was an ele- 
ment of the temptation, as well as the inducements accompanying it. 

While we instance the workings of hero worship as a superior 
method of moral suasion over attempted conformity to rules or even 
obedience to a master, and though we claim its support for our 
thesis — yet the hero worship is not the thing it is used to illustrate. 
We present a still superior thing — a definite relationship of impar- 
tation and appropriation of the personality of Jesus, for which the 
figure eating and drinking is not an exaggeration. It is this, that. 
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within the realm of human character, changes the water into wine. 
So savage natures have been transformed, almost in a day, from 
murderous, slobbering, gluttonous brutes into finest manhood — glow- 
ing with Christian grace and radiance — leaping whole centuries even 
eons, of physical evolution so that men stand aghast and ask with in- 
credibility: “How opened He thine eyes?”. 

III. Substitutes for the Supreme Spiritual Experience 
of Appropriating the Personality of Jesus 

To name these may lead us to correctly label pseudo-religious 
states that have deceived the church in its history and the individual 
in his experience. 

1. Legalism — a meticulous fussiness that centers its attention on 
prescribing for self and others: sabbath days journeys, rituals, 
tithings, limits to indulgence, penance, N.H. state confessions, etc. 
while inexperiences in the pulsing life that brings forth much fruit. 

2. Interest in abstract religious truths — concern over creedal 
statement — satisfied with a snapshot of the Niagara of religion 
while never utilizing its power — preserving inviolate the religious 
conception of the fathers or, at best, making a “contribution to 
Christian thought” only. He that “thinketh” or writeth as well as 
he that “heareth and doeth not my words, builds his house on the 
sand.” 

3. Emphasis, for self and others, on hard obedience without the 
right and prospective motive, the self application of the hickory 
stick, and employment of future torture in order to “carry on” 
religiously. Fear and joylessness are its fruit. 

4. The imitation of Jesus — “What would Jesus do if he were in 
my place?” 

5. The delegating of Christian service and sympathy by means 
of cash, “letting others do it” — a subtle temptation for the rich giver 
and the church which accepts it. 

6. The laissez-faire philosophy that persuades us not to take 
religion too seriously. “There’s so much bad in the best of us and 
so much good in the worst of us that it doesn’t behoove any of us 
to talk about the rest of us.” 

7. The choice of scripture for a motto that relieves one from the 
spiritual subtleties and mysteries of real religion and brings us smug 
satisfaction with outward good habit or a self complacent social 
smile: “What doth God require of a man but to do justly, and love 
mercy, and walk humbly before thy God.” The “but” becoming the 
warrant for closing the book and never becoming cognizant of deep- 
er spiritual realities such as are involved in the text. 

To these substitutes for the experience of appropriating the per- 
sonality of Christ might be added the many more: confusing out- 
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ward living with spiritual eating and drinking — especially the vari- 
ous problems and activities of social Christianity, interesting and 
important as they are, should not be allowed to deceive into satisfy- 
ing us that work on the cluster of groups will excuse the discon- 
nection with the vine. 

IV. The Impact of the Divine Soul on the Human Soul 

The appropriation of personality is accomplished by some intimacy 
between, or impact of, the divine soul on the human soul. Here 
we have both the secret of religion and the secret of its effective- 
ness. “We are with unveiled face, reflecting as a mirror the glory 
of God, are transformed from glory to glory, even as from the 
spirit of the Lord”. Notice the graduations of attachment in the 
teaching of Jesus: “He that heareth and doeth”. “If ye love me 
ye will keep my commandments.” “He that loveth father and mother 
more than me is not worthy of me.” Then still more intimacy is 
asked for under the figure of transfusion — “I am the vine ye are 
the branches.” Again, a closer union in the intercessory prayer, 
when He prays, “That they may be one; even as thou. Father, art 
in me and I in thee, that they may be one in us.” Finally the high 
point is reached in: “Except ye eat my flesh and drink my blood ye 
have not life in you,” and this high ideal becomes crystallized and 
sealed by the central symbol of Christianity, the Lord’s Supper. 

This profound text of Jesus is only on a par with the great mystery 
words drafted to carry the great thoughts and motions of religious 
life. “Create” only is sufficient to take “blood guiltiness” from 
and leave a “clean heart”. Those who received Him were “born”, 
not of the flesh, nor the will of man, but of God. We think of the 
Psalmist’s worshipful wonder over human physical beginning. “Thine 
eye did’st see my substance yet being imperfect, and in thy book all 
my members were written, which in continuance were fashioned, 
when as yet there were none of them.” Does not this impel us to 
carry over to the realm of the spirit, to the womb of spiritual life, 
where God works in the dark and quiet and sees our spiritual mem- 
bers fashioned, where as yet there are no antecedents in good works 
out of which they may be formed in strength and grace. “Ye must 
be born from above.” 

In view of these parallels, shall we let the difficulty of the text 
be solved by emasculating it, so that it becomes only a highly oriental 
figure for obedience or likeness to Jesus. 

A missionary and wife, in the hopefulness and enthusiasm of 
youth went into the jungle “in obedience to His command” — out of 
the jungle they came in discouragement, fear, and loathing again 
into the jungle they went renewed in purpose with a new motive: 
“Ye are my ambassadors”. Out of the jungle they came in defeat 
and weakness. Again into the jungle they went having discovered 
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anew Christ’s promise: “Lo, I am with you to the end of the world.” 
Again out of the jungle they came, distrusting the promise of Jesus 
and fully ready to “take the hand from the plough and turn back.” 
Circumstances would not permit and again a sulRcient motive was 
sought for and found in the conception of Christ in thus eating and 
drinking of Him. Again into the jungle they went and endured, and 
wrought, and loved in joy and efficiency for their day and generation. 

Is not this the central concern of God in our time and in all time? 
Is not this the thing the world needs and is crying for with growing 
articulateness? Beneath all the interests and activities of religion 
are we forgetting the “one thing needful” ? Have we not been busied 
with a Martha Christianity? 

There is a motive of the soul toward the Master, Jesus, that can 
only be expressed by eating and drinking. The full ripe luscious 
cluster is possible not by effort at imitation or conscious self forma- 
tion or conformity to a model but by participation of the vital sap 
of the vine, through transfusion. 

“Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch cannot bear fruit in 
itself except it abide in the vine : no more can ye, except ye abide 
in me.” 

The morning session adjourned after prayer by Rev. 
A. B. Coats, D.D., Secretary Emeritus of the Convention.

Rev. L. J. Shepler, 
Meriden, conducted the devotional period.

Voted: That the report be accepted and 
printed in the minutes. (See report on pages 79-98.)

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Report of 

COMMITTEE OF MISSIONARY 
COOPERATION 


The beginning of the year 1924-1926, now under review, marked 
a new era in our cooperative effort as Baptists. The unified budget 
was framed to care for the work for one year. Pledges were to be 
made for a like period. The local church was to decide upon its 
own quota. Churches and individuals were left free to designate or 
not designate their money as they saw fit. The capstone of the new 
order was the concreting of the budgets so that anyone interested 
could see where the money went and the work it was actually doing. 
These modifications marked an advance over the New World Move- 
ment and were interpreted by many as the foregleams of the 
millennium for our united program. 

Financial Facts 

The Connecticut Baptist Churches were asked to raise during the 
fiscal year, ending April 30, 1924, $210,000. Of this amount $200,- 
000. was to be distributable money for the objects within the united 
budget and $10,000. for what is known as The Connecticut Baptist 
Convention Fund of the Suffield School Endowment Fund. We 
actually raised last year from all sources $172,975.57. Of this 
amount $129,087.61 was distributable money. Out of these distri- 
butable receipts the State Convention received for its operating bud- 
get $21,548.90. This amount does not include $2,846.92 in specifics 
to objects within the Convention budget. Of the total amount col- 
lected last year $27,710.66 was designated by churches and individ- 
uals. The State Convention suffered a loss in its operating budget 
of $5,115. due to these designations. Failure to reach our financial 
objective resulted in a further loss to the Convention operating bud- 
get of $13,090. Other participating organizations suffered propor- 
tionately. We detail these facts to impress upon the Convention 
the consideration, that if we were to remain in the cooperative move- 
ment (no thoughtful person would have suggested withdrawing), our 
churches should have taken more seriously the matter of fixing their 
church quotas at a level adequate, at least, to maintain the work 
planned, thereby making impossible deficits and interest charges. 

It should be remembered that under the new denominational policy 
the responsibility for meeting the new situation was laid upon the 
local church. This fact should be borne in mind when we discuss 
any deficits.

Meeting the Situation 

Several weeks before the beginning of the last fiscal year, sug- 
gestecl quotas based upon what our churches had done in the New 
World Movement were sent out to the churches, to serve as a guide 
in fixing their quotas. Forty-five churches replied acknowledging 
our communication. All our churches entered upon the fiscal year 
1924-1925 with no new missionary pledges in force for the entire 
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year, many taking new pledges during the year — in most instances 
after six months of the year had past. There was no Woman’s Con- 
tinuation Campaign. A number of churches (some of the largest) 
gave their attention to local claims, neglected during the period of 
the N. W. M. In the light of these and other facts we faced a diffi- 
cult situation. However, the total amount raised was 68 per cent 
plus, of the average giving of our churches during the N. W. M. 
This was about 2 per cent less than the general average for the 
churches in the territory of the National Convention. One church 
almost trebled its quota. Two of our large churches with large 
quotas raised nearly 100 per cent of their quotas. Two of our small 
churches met their quotas. Twenty of our small churches exceeded 
their quotas. We believe the quotas were possible of attainment in 
most of our churches. Hard times will not explain our failure. It 
would seem that our ideals of the Kingdom enterprise were placed 
in a horizon made considerably smaller by nearby objects. The 
slump in receipts was in our large churches. 

Missionary Institutes 

During September 15-22 of last year six missionary and educa- 
tional conferences were held, one in each association, at the follow- 
ing centers: Jewett City, Central Norwich, First Willimantic, Blue 
Hills, Hartford, First New Haven and First Bridgeport. These con- 
ferences were attended by the pastors, superintendents and leaders 
of men’s, women’s, young people’s and children’s groups, — in all 
414 leaders and workers from 63 churches. The staff of the state 
office was assisted by national experts. Miss May Huston, Rev. Floyd 
L. Carr, Miss Margaret S. Holley, Miss Elizabeth Vickland, India 
and Rev. M.' C. Parish, Burma, who brought to us the latest methods 
and materials for the interesting of the entire church in its whole 
missionary task. It was felt that these institutes made a construc- 
tion contribution in furthering the missionary plans of the year. 

Bible and Missionary Conferences 

During February 3-12, 1925 six such conferences were held, one 
in each association as follows: First Bridgeport, Noank, Central 
Norwich, First Willimantic, Central Hartford and Main St. Meriden. 
Approximately 1000 people attended these conferences. Dr. P. C. 
Wright of the M. & M. Board, Dr. George A. Huntley, medical mis- 
sionary from East China, Dr. Frank P. Lynch formerly a medical 
missionary and Mrs. Orrin R. Judd, representing the W.A.B.H.M. 
Society, in addition to the state staff, brought stirring messages to 
help us visualize our task, resources and responsibility. Rev. C. S. 
Nightingale, Moosup, delivered the Bible expositions, which were of 
a high order and had much to do with the elevated spiritual tone, 
considered by many as the outstanding characteristic of these con- 
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ferences. On April 5 a similar conference was held in Moosup, the 
churches of that locality participating. Dr. Wright and Miss May 
Kittlitz, South China assisting the state office. 

Baptist State Laymen’s Council 

The officers of the Laymen’s Council: President, Dr. D. C. 
Macintosh, Yale University, Vice-President, A. L. Mulloy, Water- 
bury and the State Secretary of Missionary Cooperation held several 
meetings and gave serious consideration to ways and means by which 
the men of our churches could assist in promoting the denomina- 
tional program. The recommendations of this committee were car- 
ried out. Laymen assisted in “setting up” the Bible and Missionary 
Conferences. Four-minute speeches were prepared and forwarded 
to our churches for use during the last quarter of the year. The 
laymen herein acknowledge the services of Rev. D. P. Gaines and 
Rev. Ivan H. Benedict who each prepared a suggested four-minute 
speech for use in our churches. Laymen were asked to prepare 
similar speeches. We hope they will be ready for use this year. The 
idea of a pastoral exchange which was carried out quite generally 
in five of our six associations on Sunday, December 14, of last year, 
was suggested by The Laymen’s Council. The laymen enjoy a 
change, so do the pastors. Very kind things were said of the help- 
fulness of the exchange. 

A matter to which the State Laymen’s Council gave much atten- 
tion is worth passing along — ^viz: the visitation of our churches at 
stated times, by laymen in two’s, when going on Sundays, the same 
Sunday morning: when going through the week, the same night, the 
state over. These men to emphasize certain phases of our work as 
laymen see it. Concerted action has its benefits. “World Outlook 
Week” was a virtual carrying out of this idea. 

The Women’s Activities 

While there was no Woman’s Continuation Campaign as such last 
year, yet the women continued their efforts in backing the entire 
campaign, using their infiuence in the local church to center atten- 
tion in the Every Member Plan and in the distribution of literature. 
The work of Mrs. F. W. Payne, in connection with state and associa- 
tional gatherings, caring for the sale of the literature was commend- 
able. Mrs. G. C. Lauden’s report will show the work our women 
are doing to promote missionary education through Schools of Mis- 
sion and Mission Study Classes. 

Other Helpers 

Dr. W. H. Bowler, Dr. Frederick A. Agar, Mrs. May R. Baker, Dr. 
W. E. Witter and Mr. Seibert, of the accounting department of the 
National Board of Missionary Cooperation, rendered valuable assist- 
ance at various times during the year. 
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Self-Denial Week 

April 5-12 was observed as Self-Denial Week. Self-denial banks 
were furnished the churches. Forty-seven churches gave $9,302.50. 
This extra was a splendid response on the part of the churches par- 
ticipating. 

Stereopticon Depository 

It is safe to say that Baptists are the only denomination in the 
state maintaining its own stereopticon depository within the state. 
We have at headquarters, 720 Main St., Hartford, 42 lectures and 
three easel lectures. These beautifully colored slides visualize much of 
our work carried on at home and abroad. They are for the use of 
the churches for the parcel postage and insurance charges, usually 
about 50 cents each way. Last year 66 churches used 66 sets and 
six sets were used in six churches in other states. The country over 
it is estimated that 1,000,000 people visualized our work through 
this medium. We are at present exchanging a number of sets with 
other depositories that we may have new slides to use for the bal- 
ance of the year. 

Into All the World 

Our people during the year of the New World Movement were 
deluged with budgets aggregating millions. To the average man 
and woman in our churches these budgets were cold and meaning- 
less statements. The booklet 'Tnto All the World” brought to our 
churches a simplified statement of the budgets of all the participat- 
ing organizations as compiled in the unified budget, seeking to inter- 
pret and illustrate them. This was called “concreting the budgets”. 
These booklets were distributed among the churches. 

The Secretary’s Activities 

Your secretary of missionary cooperation visited 51 churches dur- 
ing the year, speaking on Sundays from one to four times in some 
instances. During the week, in addition to office routine, he attended 
numerous committee meetings, national, state, associational and 
church in the interests of the cooperative program, traveling some 
9,000 miles. 

“This Year Also” 

The state quota represented in the suggested allotments to the 
churches totals approximately $165,000. based on the actual receipts 
of last year. Of this amount $160,000. is to be distributable money. 
There is an item of $5,000. for the Suffield School Endowment. In- 
asmuch as the collections on August 31, in the area of the National 
Convention, were running 115 per cent more as compared with the 
corresponding date a year ago, we are sincerely hoping that our 
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churches are going to increase their giving this year to the point 
whereby we may be able to overcome in part the shortage of last 
year. This is the only way out. We cannot think of retrenchment. 
Our first concern is the raising of the $165,000. As we see the 
situation, this is the first claim on the giving of the churches. 

Other Objectives 

Our women have been and are working to raise their share for 
the Golden Anniversary, $30,000. being Connecticut’s allotment. The 
money is to be brought in in 1927. Another specific is the Lone Star 
Fund, for the work of the two Foreign Mission Societies. This is 
to be an “over and above” gift. Churches, as such, are not being 
appealed to. Anyone may make a gift to the fund. There is a state 
central committee engaged in raising the amount from individuals. 

Emphasis on Two Points 

1. It is the conviction of many pastors that the Every Member 
Plan, or its equivalent, wisely worked will go a long way in develop- 
/ing the whole life of the church. The plan aims, and where faith- 
fully worked, has greatly stimulated the “worship, witnessing, serv- 
ing and giving” of the church. The plan is sufficiently elastic to be 
adapted to any church. Four or five weeks are necessary to 
thoroughly work the plan. If thus worked no finer opportunity 
could be had for evangelistic effort. Churches whose fiscal year is 
the same should unite to assist each other in working the plan. The 
missionary committees in our various associations should sponsor 
this movement. We are asked and let us make it our business to 
push the plan. Two periods are suggested by the Board of Mission- 
ary Cooperation for pushing this plan: the first period during Octo- 
ber and the first week of November, the second period during Janu- 
ary and the first week in February. The first period being out of 
the question so far as our state is concerned, we should endeavor to 
line up for the observance of the plan for the second period. 

2. Another matter we are asked to stress this year is monthly 
remittances by the churches to the state office of one-twelfth their 
quota. From the standpoint of the participating organizations the 
value of so doing is apparent. Already a number of our churches 
are moving in this direction. Between now and October 31, our 
churches should make a strenuous effort to bring up their remit- 
tances to one-half their quota. A renewed emphasis upon our 
stewardship responsibility would help secure this much desired end. 

Two Publications 

The Book of a Thousand Facts is replete with missionary informa- 
tion. Animated Baptist Budgets “for use wherever there is interest 
in God’s work”. Read them. Advertise the facts on the church 
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calendar and in drama. In the first publication see the scope of our 
work. In the second publication see why the various organizations 
require their budgets to maintain their work. 


Conclusion 

The year 1924-1925 financially speaking was the Gethsemane of 
our Connecticut Baptist churches. May the present year be our 
Calvary. Unless we face the present situation in the spirit and pur- 
pose of Him who gave Himself we shall be defeated. In His name 
and for His sake — Forward.

Voted; the report be accepted and printed in the 
minutes. 

Rev. Ellis Gilbert, Danbury, reported for the Com- 
mittee on Nomination of Officers, as follows : — 

President: Rev. David A. Pitt, D.D., Norwich 
First Vice-President: H. H. Dickinson, Hartford 
Second Vice-President: Mrs. A. L. Mulloy, Waterbury 
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Rev. D. P. Gaines called attention to a provision in 
the Constitution — that the Nominating Committee of the 
Convention officers and managers shall be appointed by 
the delegates meeting according to Association, and sug- 
gested the suspension of this By-Law and that the action 
of the President in appointing this Committee be ap- 
proved. It was so Voted. 

Voted: That the clerk be instructed to cast one ballot 
for the officers named. This being done, they were de- 
clared elected. 

Rev. J. C. Jackson, D.D., Hartford, spoke in appre- 
ciation of the service of Dr. Lackey’s presidency for the 
past eight years and it was Voted: That a Committee be 
appointed by Dr. Pitt, the newly elected President, to 
draft suitable resolutions, expressing to Dr. Lackey our 
approval for his efficient and faithful service. 

Rev. Chester H. Howe, New London, chairman of the 
Committee on Nomination of the Board of Managers, 
presented the report and after substitutions had been 
made by vacancies on the Board caused by the election 
of Dr. Pitt and Mr. Dickinson to the offices of President 
and Vice-President, the chairman was authorized to cast 
one ballot for those named. This being done they were 
declared elected (See page 5). 

The Report of the Board of Managers was then taken 
from the table. Voted: That the report be accepted, its 
actions ratified and it be printed in the minutes. 

Rev. Bruce E. Jackson, Field Activity Secretary of the 
General Board of Missionary Cooperation was introduced 
and spoke on “The Every Member Plan” and urged its 
acceptance by all the churches. 

The congregation then sang “The Christian Kingdom” 
and an offering amounting to $62.22 was taken. 

Rev. G. C. Cress, associate editor of “The Baptist” 
spoke briefly on the national denominational paper. 
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President Lackey then presented Miss Mary L. Howard, 
President of the Woman’s Mission Society, who spoke on 
the subject “The Recorder of Years”, giving a brief sur- 
vey of the work the past year and told of the launching 
of The Golden Anniversary Campaign. She also urged 
the use of the Study Books for the year and told of a 
new order being inaugurated, called “The Royal Am- 
bassadors” for boys 12 to 18 years of age and the hope 
that every church will have such an order in the near 
future. She emphasized the “Lone Star Fund” and urged 
every woman to stand back of it. The one thing most 
needed is more visualization in all our missionary enter- 
prises. 

The Home Field was next presented by Miss Vivian 
Saylor of San Salvador, Central America, who spoke in- 
terestingly of the work carried on in this country and 
told of the need of educational equipment in this most 
thickly populated, section of America. 

The Foreign Field was represented by Rev. Joseph C. 
Robbins, D.D., of New York City, who spoke oh the sub- 
ject “Baptists on the March” and presented “The Lone 
Star Fund”, an appeal made to individuals for “over and 
above” gifts to keep open either two whole fields or 
twenty selected stations. 

Rev. F. P. Freeman, Ansonia, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Place and Preacher for next year, reported as 
follows : —

Voted: That the report of the Committee be accepted. 

Mr. C. B. Mitchell, Haverhill, Mass., business manager 
of the Ocean Park School of Methods, gave a stereopti- 
con lecture on Ocean Park and its Assembly. 

The session adjourned after prayer by Rev. Herbert 
J. White, D.D. of Hartford. 
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Women’s Banquet 

The Women’s Banquet was held in the First Baptist 
Church. Miss Mary L. Howard presided. Upwards of 
270 women were present. The field secretaries made 
brief reports of the work accomplished the past year and 
their plans for the coming year. Addresses were de- 
livered by Miss Howard, Miss Vivian Saylor, Miss Cynthia 
Moore, Miss L. Jenkins and Miss Melvina Sollman. 


Laymen’s Banquet 

The Laymen’s Banquet was held in the gymnasium of 
the Y.M.C.A. Mr. A. L. Mulloy, Waterbury, presided. 
There were about 200 men present. Speakers : — Mr. 
Ray L. Hudson, a prominent layman of Philadelphia and 
Dr. J. C. Robbins, New York City, of the A.B.F.M. 
Society. Music was furnished by the Italian Mission 
orchestra of Meriden.

Tuesday Evening 

Mrs. A. L. Mulloy, Second Vice-President, called the 
meeting to order at 8 :00 p.m. The devotional service was 
presided over by Mrs. Earl W. Daniels, New Haven, and 
the W.W.G. girls rendered a selection “Send Out Thy 
Light”. 

Miss Melvina Sollman of Swatow, China, gave an ad- 
dress on her work in Swatow in connection with the 
Woman’s Bible Training School, telling of the evangelistic 
work and of the Bible women. She spoke of the fine 
orphanage and equipment that the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce had financed — non-Christian men — and how 
she had been made the supervisor because these men 
realized the need of Christian training for their young 
children. 

After another selection by the W.W.G. girls, the 
pageant, “Golden Opportunities” was presented by a 
group of young people from the Central Church, Hart- 
ford. This pageant was written by Mrs. C. H. Barrett 
of Hartford and vividly portrayed the work of the 
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W’s.A.M.H.M. Society and showed the necessity of ad- 
vancement — all this to be possible with the success of 
the Woman’s Golden Anniversary Campaign. 

The meeting adjourned after prayer by Rev. B. N. 
Timbie. 

Wednesday Morning 

The session was called to order by President Lackey. 

The congregation sang, “I Love Thy Kingdom, Lord”, 
and Rev. H. C. Speed, Middletown, offered prayer.

Report of the 

DEPARTMENT OF RELIGIOUS 
EDUCATION 


The accomplishments of the year in this work cannot be evaluated 
by statistics. It is only from the monthly reports of the Secretary 
and the reports pf the Church Vacation Schools that figures may be 
interpreted with much significance. The main purpose of this re- 
port, therefore, is not to make a display of figures, but to call atten- 
tion to the plans now being promoted in the churches and to point 
out some important steps which your Committee on Eeligious Edu- 
cation feels should be taken by this Convention. 

Activities of the Secretary 

The time devoted to field work has been given entirely to the 
churches which have requested the services of the state office. The 
interest of the churches may be slightly shown by indicating the 
kind of work the Secretary has been asked to do. He has made 118 
church visitations, delivered 41 sermons and 73 addresses, conducted 
70 conferences, taught 59 classes, attended 9 conventions, partici- 
pated in 15 institutes and taught in two summer assembles. Numer- 
ous committees have been attended, several of which were held out- 
side of the state, in the interest of our general denominational work. 

Doubtless the most effective work on the field has been done in 
committees and conferences with officers and teachers in the churches. 
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Most of the 70 conferences mentioned were evenings spent with the 
workers in local church organizations. The office hours have been 
devoted to personal conferences with visitors and writing letters and 
distributing literature. The rest of the time, except .a two weeks 
vacation, was given to reading and study. 

Church Vacation Schools 

The number of schools reporting to the office this year is 24. Of 
these 13 have received financial aid from the Convention and The 
American Baptist Publication Society, a total of $742.25. The re- 
port shows an average attendance of 1439 and a total cost of 
$2,976.66 or $2.06 per pupil. Offerings for the Vacation School 
Fund were received from the children aniounting to $103.48. These 
schools engaged the services of 257 teachers, 179 of whom were 
volunteers and 78 received pay. Nearly all of the schools were of 
four weeks duration. Many of the reports were accompanied by 
letters of rejoicing, saying that the Vacation School had opened to 
their churches many new and surprisingly rich opportunities for 
service, not only with the children but in the homes of the com- 
munity. 

Young People’s Organizations 

The American Baptist Publication Society, The Board of Educa- 
tion, The Baptist Young People’s Union of America and the State 
Conventions cooperated in producing and promoting the Christian 
Life Program for all Baptist young people. This is the first year 
these national organizations have worked together in this manner 
and where the churches cooperated the results were good. Not- 
withstanding the many difficulties in the way of this first effort at 
unified action the results throughout the country were such that the 
demand for the continuance of the plan was unanimous. The chief 
contribution of this plan to the effectiveness of the young people’s 
work in the local church is the spirit of fellowship and church loyalty 
produced by all organizations cooperating in a worthy church pro- 
gram. Unfortunately the churches in New England did not realize 
the good from this plan that came to the other states because so 
few of them enlisted. • There were only 14 organizations in Connecti- 
cut enrolled. Of these the Young People’s Department of the Cen- 
tral Baptist Church in Norwich receives the prize for the best report. 

For this year the Christian Life Program is greatly improved and 
with the experience of last year back of us, cooperation will be much 
easier and the results greater. Charts and leaflets are available 
setting forth the activities in all organizations of juniors, inter- 
mediates and seniors. A new monthly magazine discusses the themes 
for weekly meetings and contains many helpful articles on young 
people’s work. It is called “Young People’s Leader” and takes the 
place of the old quarterly known as “Young People’s Service”. The 
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Christian Life Program seeks to develop the Christian life of the 
young people and produce a higher type of church leadership by 
affiliating the members of all groups in a common church task and 
thus eliminating much useless organization. 

Connecticut Baptist Young People’s Council 

In a series of conferences held in the state early in the year a 
tentative Committee, composed of young people from each Asso- 
ciation, was chosen to devise a plan to bring the youth of the 
churches into more active participation in the work of the local 
church and the denomination. This Committee held a meeting and 
decided to ask the Convention to appoint such a Council. These 
young people will cooperate with the other Committees of the Con- 
vention in promoting the denominational program. They will help 
to discover leaders among the young people both for the Convention 
and local church programs. They will be used by the Convention 
office and the Committee on Religious Education in taking their plans 
to the churches and getting action through the local leaders. This 
Council may become a permanent matter or may develop into some- 
thing more elaborate as it finds its work growing. Favorable action 
by the Convention on the resolution presented by this Committee 
will mark an important advance in our state work. 

Church Schools 

The year just closed was the last of The Better and Bigger Church 
School Program. Eight schools registered and qualified as Standard 
Schools, with both the denomination and the State Council of Re- 
ligious Education. These schools are as follows: Norwich, Central; 
Norwich, First; New London, First; Hartford, Central; Hartford, 
Blue Hills; Hartford, Shiloh; Middletown, First and Southington. 
Hartford Central gets first honors for Connecticut in The Golden 
Century Book. Hartford Central and Hartford Blue Hills received 
special recognition at The Northern Baptist Convention for hand- 
work exhibits sent from the children’s departments. 

The denomination is seeking to help the schools this year through 
the suggestions in “The Church School Improvement Plan”. This 
year every church is urged to decide upon some definite steps of 
improvement and work for the accomplishment of them. Reports 
will be called for from every school in the state next April, whether 
they have given any attention to the Improvement Plan or not. We 
must know more about what is being done in the churches before 
we can render our best service. 

Children’s Work 

The most effective educational work of the whole program of Re- 
ligious Education is being done in the lower grades of a few of 
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our churches both in Bible and missionary instruction. The great 
majority of churches, however, have not yet seen the vision of the 
vast possibilities here. The church is still devoting most of its preach- 
ing and outlay of expense in a ministry to the adult faithful. There 
must be a change of emphasis. An adequate ministry to children 
is absolutely essential to the future of the church and Christianity. 

The working of children’s plans is essentially a woman’s ministry. 
We have been searching throughout the state for a consecrated 
woman with some leisure time to devote to this work. The Com- 
mittee is in position to take care of the expenses of such a person, 
if one can be found who is willing to give her spare time. It is a 
task which would justify the employment of a full time worker, 
but we could at least make a beginning with a volunteer leader. We 
sincerely hope she may be found at an early date. 

Leadership Training 

The greatest need of the church in our day is a fuller measure 
of the Spirit of Christ, and the greatest need among those who have 
the Spirit of Christ is training for Christian leadership. President 
Coolidge recently said, “The teacher is the most important factor 
in any school.” Is it too much to say the religious teacher should 
be the most important factor in the nation? The present moral 
crisis and indifference toward the church is a challenge to the church 
to raise the standard of her leadership, if she is to remain the in- 
strument of God for the interpretation of life. 

We wish to urge the necessity of more institutes, church training 
classes and summer conferences. Some of the churches are raising 
' the efficiency of their leaders by putting in the “Church School of 
Missions” or the “Church Night”. The plan of the “Church Night” 
provides study and discussion groups for those interested in the 
various phases of church work, meeting through the winter for one 
hour before the prayer-meeting. This brings all out for good fellow- 
ship and results in a more interesting evening for the whole church 
than the old type of prayer-meeting. 

The Standard Teacher Training Courses are designed to be help- 
ful to all types of workers. Those who have had the advantages of 
a technical education will find that these little courses will help them 
to popularize their knowledge of the subject to be taught or the 
work to be done. Those who have not had such advantages will 
find them very instructive and helpful. During the year 206 units 
of teacher training credit have been issued. Of these 181 were 
taken by churches in Hartford and 156 of this number by one 
church. We have had no report of those taking credits in Com- 
munity Schools. If every community in the state would do as Hart- 
ford has done, our leadership in the churches would be much better. 
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Ocean Park 

The New England Baptist School of Methods at Ocean Park, 
Maine, is said to be the largest assembly in the country. Its curri- 
culum touches almost every phase of work being done in our Baptist 
churches and the courses are led by the ablest teachers and leaders 
in the denomination. Connecticut had 64 registered in the school 
this season. They were nearly all cared for in three happy house- 
parties. The Coats-Connecticut House, owned by the Convention, 
accommodated 32. We know of no place a Christian can spend his 
vacation with more profit and less expense. The total expense for 
two weeks including travel amounts to about $30.00. 

Proposed Connecticut Assembly 

For several years there has been talk of an Assembly in the state 
for the hosts of church workers who cannot go as far as Ocean Park 
or who cannot get their vacation at that time. There is great need 
in the work of this Convention and the churches of which it is com- 
posed for the additional number of trained teachers and leaders 
which such a school will give us. Many believe also that it will 
bring about a closer fellowship between our churches and a more 
effective cooperation in the work of the State Convention and the 
denomination. Your Committee on Religious Education has given 
this matter careful and prolonged consideration and, in response to 
what seems to be the inevitable demands of the situation, are un- 
animously agreed that the Convention should authorize the opening 
of such a school in the summer of 1926. If such authorization is 
made they stand ready to provide a place of meeting and proceed 
with all the necessary plans for inaugurating the school. Religious 
assemblies are the order of the day in all the states and they are 
accomplishing great things for the church. If the Baptists of 
Connecticut do not undertake this on a scale fully in keeping with 
their ability, the entire work of the Convention will suffer. 

Concluding Points 

The religious education task in Connecticut is difficult and dis- 
couraging in many respects but the past year has witnessed the de- 
velopment of a good spirit. Our people are greatly in need of 
spiritual leadership and the prime motive in all our plans is to pro- 
duce this. We have referred in this report to certain actions which 
the experiences of the year have led us to feel ought to be taken by 
this Convention. If it is the wisdom of the Convention that these 
important steps should be taken the state officers and committees 
will be glad to proceed.

Mr. Jno. A. Nelson, Danbury, presented the following 
Resolution : 

Resolution on Young People’s Council 

WHEREAS the young people of our churches have no general 
state organization through which they can actively participate in 
denominational work and whereas a committee appointed by confer- 
ence groups has been studying plans for the discovery and develop- 
ment of leadership and the more general enlistment of young work- 
ers in the activities of the local churches and the Convention. 
Therefore, be it resolved that this Convention adopt the recom- 
mendations of this committee as follows: — 

1. That a council composed of two young people from each 
association be appointed to cooperate with the secretaries and stand- 
ing committees of the Convention in the promotion of plans relat- 
ing to young people’s activities, such as the work of the church 
school, young people’s societies, missionary education, stewardship, 
life work, leadership training, evangelism and the holding of special 
district and state conferences. 

2. That this council shall be chosen annually for nomination by 
a committee of young people and not more than two-thirds of its 
membership shall be eligible to re-election in any given year and no 
one over 25 years of age shall be eligible to election at any time ex- 
cept as an advisory counselor. 

3. That the council be allowed to elect such adult counselors as 
it may choose, subject to the approval of the state committee on 
religious education. 

Voted: That the Resolutions be adopted.

Dr. Lackey introduced Dr. David A. Pitt, the newly 
elected President of the Convention, pledging him the 
allegiance and loyalty of the constituency to the whole 
Baptist program and our support to help him carry for- 
ward the work of the Convention. 

Dr. Pitt fittingly responsed and presented, in the ab- 
sence of Rev. C. H. Howe, the following Resolution; 

For several years the question of a Summer Assembly has been 
before the Committee on Eeligious Education of this Convention and 
today the need of such Assembly has become imperative if we are 
to mobilize and train our young people to be leaders in our Baptist 
program. Therefore, Be It EESOLVED: 

( 1 ) That this Convention endorse the action already taken by the 
Executive Committee and by the Committee on Eural Churches, 
favoring the holding of a Summer Assembly in 1926. 

(2) That the forces of this Convention be mobilized to conserve 
the results of the great outpouring of young people on Monday even- 
ing by bringing another such group together in a Summer Assembly 
where they can be trained for service. 

(3) That the Committee on Religious Education, elected by the 
new Board, be instructed to proceed with the setting up of a Sum- 
mer Assembly, — the program, place and expense of the same to be 
reviewed by the Board of Managers with power. 

Mr. Gaines, Dr. Lackey, J. W. Mason, Director of Re- 
ligious Education of the Hartford Central Church and 
Rev. J. C. Hendrickson, Stamford, voiced their approval 
and hope that such an Assembly might be held. 

It was Voted: That the Resolution be adopted. 

Dr. Pitt appointed the following Committee to draw 
up suitable Resolutions expressing our appreciation to 
Dr. Lackey for his faithful service as President of the 
Convention for the past eight years: Revs. G. R. Atha, 
E. E. Sundt, Dr. J. C. Jackson, Ellis Gilbert, Mr. W. J. 
Trevithick and Mrs. A. M. Brown. 
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Rev. D. P. Gaines called attention to the By-Laws of 
the Board of Managers, Article III, Section 2, Paragraph 
(B), which reads: “The chairman of the committee shall 
countersign all orders drawn on the Treasurer by the 
Recording Secretary of the Board of Managers at the 
authorization of the Board of Managers or its Executive 
Committee” — and the desire to add “or vice-chairman” 
of the committee shall countersign all orders drawn on 
the Treasurer. 

Voted: That Article III, Section 2, Paragraph (B) 
Finance Committee, shall include the word “or vice- 
chairman”, making it possible for the chairman or vice- 
chairman to countersign all orders. 

A telegram of greetings was read from the Connecticut 
Branch of the Kings Daughters, assembled in Norwalk 
and it was Voted: That the General Secretary send a 
suitable greeting to these brethren at Norwalk. 

Secretary Gates told of the desire that the Associations 
might in some way arrange their gatherings so that they 
would come in succession, thereby enabling all of them 
to secure speakers at less expense and inconvenience. 
Chairman Lackey expressed his approval of the plan 
and it was VOTED: That President Pitt appoint a Com- 
mittee, composed of a member from each Association 
to report at the Convention next year. This Committee 
to also consider the advisability of changing the time of 
the State Convention meetings.

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Report of the 

COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL 
STANDING 


During the Convention year progress has been made in the task 
of standarding the ministry. This progress has been manifest in the 
attitude of churches, candidates and councils in the matter of ordina- 
tion. There have been five ordinations, viz.: J. C. Worden, Olivet 
Church, Hartford, December 10, 1924; Herbert C. Plumb, Stafford, 
December 18, 1924; Raymond J. Bates, Willimantic, April 17, 1925; 
George R. Ferguson, Third Church, Norwich, July 14, 1925; David 
Moss, St. Paul’s Church (Colored), Branford, May 26, 1925. In 
four of these cases the advice of the Committee on Standing was 
sought before the calling of the council. In the fifth case, that of 
Mr. Moss, the candidate was examined by the Permanent Council 
of the New Haven Association. In at least one of these cases the 
date of the Council and that of the Ordination Service were separ- 
ated, thus insuring the least possible embarassment to the church 
and the candidate in case of an adverse opinion on the part of the 
council. In every case, however, the council proved heartily in favor 
of ordination. 

There is, however, one point on which this Committee would like 
to put itself on record. We deprecate the increasing tendency of 
our students to seek ordination before the completion of their 
courses of study in college and seminary. Such a course should be 
taken only in quite exceptional cases. 

This Committee was created at the 1921 meeting of the Convention 
and has been steadily accumulating a body of precedents which will 
be helpful in standardizing the qualifications for our ministry. There 
is, however, one matter of importance which still hangs fire. Among 
the 1921 resolutions on the basis of which this Committee was 
created was one calling for the registering of the ministry of the 
State. The need of proper machinery to put this resolution into 
effect was noted in our report of last year. The matter was re- 
ferred to the Executive Committee. Now, while it might not be a 
very difficult task for our state office to maintain such machinery 
when once it was set up, it would be a task of some difficulty to set 
it up. Your Committee would, therefore, suggest that in some way 
an adequate sum be appropriated to this Committee for the purpose 
of setting up this registration.

OBITUARY REPORT 


During the past year the names of only five of the pastors, or 
former pastors, of Connecticut, have been brought to the notice of 
your Committee, as those promoted to higher service; others have 
been permitted to serve a little longer before entering into the im- 
mediate presence of their Lord and Master. 

Rev. William Benjamin Reed, D.D. 

Rev. W. B. Reed was the first to hear the call and respond. He 
was born at Eufulla, Ala., April 11, 1876; baptized into the Mt. 
Olivet Baptist Church, N. Y., 1895; graduated May 26, 1904 from 
Virginia Seminary; ordained at Court St. Baptist Church, Lynch- 
burgh, Va., 1902. He held the following pastorates: East Orange, 
N. J., 1904-05; Madison, N. J., 1905-08; Mt. Olivet, Newport, R. I., 
1908-16; Shiloh, Hartford, Conn., 1916-April, 1923; Zion, Philadel- 
phia, Pa., April, 1923-March 7, 1925. He preached Sunday and died 
the next Saturday evening. He had been secretary of the New 
England Missionary Conference (colored). He held a high place 
of esteem amongst the Baptists of the state. 

Rev. Frank Dixon 

Rev. Frank Dixon died at his home in Brooklyn, N. Y., May 23, 
1925. He was born in Shelby, North Carolina, February 6, 1866; 
he was the son of Rev. Thomas Dixon, and had two brothers in the 
Baptist ministry, — Rev. Thomas Dixon, and Rev. Amzi Dixon. 

He was graduated from the University of North Carolina in 1886 
and was ordained in 1888. His pastorates were: Charlestown, W. 
Va., 1888-89; Oakland, Calif., 1889-92; South Baptist Church, Hart- 
ford, 1892-1902. Since he closed his pastorate at Hartford he had 
been a lecturer on economic and social subjects. He had the rank 
of Captain in the Red Cross work in France; he had a son in the 
American forces in France. He had a keen mind and a gracious 
manner which won the respect and high regard of all who knew him. 
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Rev. Leonard Smith 

Rev. Leonard Smith was born at Staffordshire, England, January 
21, 1852, and came to this country while quite young. He attended 
lectures at Yale Divinity School, but did not graduate. During the 
pastorate of Rev. A. J. Chandler at Clinton, Mr. Smith worked with 
the pastor in all kinds of religious work. He came from Clinton 
in 1889 and entered upon a work of twenty-three years as pastor of 
the Spring Hill Church in Mansfield. For eighteen years he preached 
also at Mansfield Depot, and Eagleville, then for three years he sup- 
plied the Methodist Church at Gurleyville. For about twenty-six 
years he was chaplain for the Mansfield Training School and Hospital, 
and was also an investigator for these institutions for about four 
years, and did a very important work. 

His death occurred at his home in Mansfield, August 12, 1925. 
Always taking an active part in all community affairs he won the 
respect and esteem of all those with whom he came in contact. 

Rev. Charles Asa Merrill 

Rev. C. A. Merrill was born at New Boston, N. H., April 28, 1865; 
graduated from Colby College 1892, Rochester Seminary 1899; 
ordained at Castile, N. Y., October 1, 1901; pastor at Hermitage, 
N. Y., 1894-95; and again 1897-June 1900; Castile, N. Y., July 1900- 
November 1903; Park Street Church, South Framingham, Mass. 
December 1903-July 1908; President of the Law and Order League, 
Lowell, Mass., May 1908-January 1910; pastor First Church, Vine- 
yard Haven, Mass., May 1910-November 1918; West Tisbury, for the 
same dates; Noank, Conn., December 1918-August 25, 1925. He 
was Clerk of the Stonington Union Association and a member of 
the Missionary Committee, and took a great interest in trying to 
help the little churches in every possible way. 

Rev. William Porter Bartlett 

Rev. W. P. Bartlett was born in Plymouth, Mass., June 14, 1847; 
graduated from Brown University 1878, and from Newton Theologi- 
cal Seminary in 1881, ordained at Hudson Center, N. H., June 28, 
1881. 

His pastorates were at Hudson Center, Campton, Meriden, and 
Plymouth, N. H.; Lexington, North Oxford, Manchaug, South Sutton, 
Preacher and Evangelist at West Andover, and Tyringham, Mass.; 
North Springfield and Woodstock, Vt. ; Colebrook, and Robertsville, 
Conn.; Richville, Parishville and Enfield Center, N. Y. 

Mr. Bartlett was devoted to the service of the Lord, and sincerely 
interested in all departments of the Kingdom of Christ. 

He died July 6, 1925 in the State Hospital, Concord, N. H., after 
a short illness from bronchial pneumonia. 
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Rev. Lillie Robinson 

Born in Fayettville, N. C. about 1880. Converted and baptized in 
the Second New Light Baptist Church of that place. Graduated from 
Virginia Union University. Came to Waterbury about 18 years ago 
and united with the Grace Baptist Church. Ordained in the Grace 
Church a little more than three years ago, by the Permanent Coun- 
cil of the New Haven Association with many churches represented. 
Pastor of the St. Paul Baptist Church, Branford about two years, 
where he set the moral and spiritual tone of the church to a high 
standard and won for his Master great honor, and for himself last- 
ing praise. Died, March 2, 1925. Started for church Sunday morn- 
ing, could not finish the journey, died Friday evening. He was a 
young man of high moral character and deep spirituality and greatly 
beloved. The officers of his church attended his burial in a body, 
making the trip from Branford to Waterbury.

COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 


RESOLVED: that as delegates and representatives of our several 
churches we express our hearty thanks to the Baptist pastors and 
Churches of Meriden for their unfailing bounty and heart-warming- 
hospitality. 

RESOLVED: that Dr. John N. Lackey, for eight years the able and 
honored president of our Connecticut Baptist State Convention, has 
proven himself to be at all times and under all conditions a Christian 
gentleman, a tactful presiding officer and an aggressive leader and 
that as he retires from this office we assure him of our high esteem 
and loving appreciation. 

RESOLVED: that the leaders of all our churches must teach the 
rising generation the value of total abstinence for every individual 
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and the corrupting influence of the liquor traffic upon the civic and 
social life of our land if they hope for the continued enforcement 
of the national prohibitory law in any effective way, 

RESOLVED: that the Christian men and women of America are 
too largely responsible for the evils which thrive in this great nation 
and also for the fact that it has become one of the most lawless 
countries in the world because too many of them have failed to ac- 
cept the obligations of Christian citizenship; be it further resolved 
that we urge the members of all our churches to stand boldly behind 
all officials, especially those in our own communities, who enforce 
our laws effectively and that with equal boldness we unflinchingly 
seek the overthrow of all officials who fail in this particular. 

RESOLVED: that the officials, secretaries and managers of our 
State Convention are deserving of our utmost confldence as the ser- 
vants of our churches in the fleld of missionary activity at home and 
abroad and that as pastors and delegates we will make a more de- 
termined effort to raise the funds required for the successful prose- 
cution of this work which is so essential for the coming of the King- 
dom of God upon earth; and that within the sphere of our influence 
we will seek a revival of prayer in behalf of these important enter- 
prises. 

RESOLVED: that we believe Jesus Christ and the faithful preach- 
ing of His Gospel to be the only solution for the problems which 
distress our social, industrial and political life and that we will not 
content ourselves with resolutions merely but that we will seek by 
His Grace to be more generous stewards of His bounty and more 
faithful messengers of his Grace. 

WHEREAS, This Convention, for more than one hundred years, has 
stood for the uplift of mankind regardless of races; its mem- 
bership consists of different racial groups, and economic con- 
ditions effecting one group may not effect another in the same 
way, 

AND WHEREAS, The essential need of the world is, peace and 
good-will among all the peoples, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the President shall take un- 
der advisement the apointment of a committee, one from each 
racial group, to be known as INTER-RACIAL Committee, whose 
duty shall be to study economic conditions, and make annual 
reports to this body. 

Special Resolutions prepared by the Committee ap- 
pointed by the new President appreciative of the service 
of Dr. Lackey: 

WHEREAS the Rev. John Newton Lackey, President of The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention for the past eight years has asked 
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that he be freed from the cares of that office and has positively de- 
clined re-election thereto, this Convention hereby resolves 

That it appreciates most heartily the great service he has rend- 
ered the Convention during these years. 

First — As a presiding Officer: — With grace and dignity, tactful 
ability, never failing courtesy and a smiling good cheer, com- 
bined with a knowledge of parliamentary practice that kept 
things moving expeditiously, he has proven an admirable pre- 
siding officer. 

Second — We appreciate the arduous work he has done for the 
Convention during these years of changing methods and con- 
ditions. Time and strength have been fully given. The varied 
activities of the Convention financial, educational and spiritual 
all have received thoughtful attention and care at his hands. 

Third— We have appreciated his annual message. Year by year 
he has summed up for us in masterly fashion the situation of 
the Kingdom interests in our state, calling out our prayerful 
sympathy and devotion to our tasks in phrases that brief and 
pointed rang out like bugle blasts to lead us onward.

The Committee on Evangelism respectfully reminds the Conven- 
tion of its action taken one year ago, in which it endorsed the recom- 
mendations of the State Evangelistic Committee which advised the 
churches to place emphasis on Evangelism throughout the year, 
recommending that four periods be recognized as fitting times for 
some form of evangelism best adapted to the local situation. These 
four periods terminate at Thanksgiving, Christmas, Easter and 
Pentecost. The Convention is in hearty accord with the denomina- 
tional program recommended by the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society and adopted by the Northern Baptist Convention at Seattle.

The Woman’s Mission Society of our state is proving a valuable 
help to the work of the State Convention. The work of our Edu- 
cation Department as reported through the missionary education and 
literature secretaries is very hopeful and that of the White Cross De- 
partment is constantly growing: the number of the churches engaged 
in such is increasing and the valuation of gifts larger than ever before. 
The World Wide Guild and the Children’s World Crusade are like- 
wise enlarging in numbers and increasing in manifested interest.

The Golden Anniversary Program ending in 1927 of the Woman’s 
Baptist Home Mission Society has had a promising introduction 
through the state and a large number of the churches have responded 
to the call and are organized for the same. Already one-third of 
Connecticut’s quota has been pledged. Connecticut is greatly hon- 
ored in having given both the symbols used, “The Tree” and the 
pageants, through their authors — Miss M. L. Howard and Mrs. Maude 
Barrett. 

We are sorry to record some changes in the personnel of the offi- 
cers of this Society. Mrs. C. S. Carter who has served most faith- 
fully in the office of Second Vice-President and Publicity Com- 
mittee for the past four years, retired from her duties as such be- 
cause of ill health — Mrs. Ivan H. Benedict taking her place. We also 
lost by death our beloved Treasurer, Mrs. A. I. Ward of New Haven, 
who had had for many years a large part in the missionary interests 
of the state, having been on the Board of the Woman’s Baptist Home 
Mission Society of the state since its organization and when that 
Society became a part of the present State Society, she was made its 
Treasurer, serving as such most lovingly to the time of her sudden 
death on the evening of May 6.

Annual Report of the 
WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSION WORK 
For 1924-1925 


Cordial cooperation is manifest among the ever increasing num- 
ber of Connecticut Baptist women who are engaged in the promotion 
of “World Wide” Missions, and since modern science has so nearly 
spanned the distance between our country and the Orient, the phrase 
“Not interested in Foreign Missions” has become obsolete. At pres- 
ent a large proportion of our activities are under union alignment. 
Our work in addition to our regular missionary service includes the 
program suggested by the Committee on Field Activities, including 
active participation in Bible and Missionary Conferences, Every 
Member Canvass and Stewardship Campaign (which was assumed 
by the representatives of the Women’s Societies, accepted by the 
N.E. Foreign Mission District Board, and vigorously promoted by 
our state President"), has been effectively carried out by our loyal 
Connecticut Baptist women. 

A glance at the various departments of our work as listed in the 
handwork is inspiring. In the Reading Contest greatest activity is 
shown. We have won 6305 points ove'f last year and a very large 
increase is expected this year. The College Counselor reports un- 
usual instances of deep interest and loyalty of purpose” among Bap- 
tist girls. The White Cross service “Overseas” has taken on new 
activity — 71 of our 98 Connecticut Societies being engaged therein. 
Two new special features have been added: “A Shipping Bureau 
and a “Missionary Chest” both working most effectively. We also 
have to our credit 25 points upon the Honor Roll of Excellence and 
6 on the Associational Handbook of Efficiency. 
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Concerning the extreme importance of the Stewardship Campaign 
to which attention is directed some one has said “All our leaders 
feel that our only hope of victory lies in the spread and practice v 

of Stewardship in our churches”. To strengthen our record along 
this line, increased use of the excellent list of new literature on this 
subject is suggested. 

Our number of subscribers to “Missions” might well be longer, 
but improvement here also is hoped for. 

Our Associational roll is intact. The much regretted resignation 
of Mrs. W. J. Tuller having been accepted and a capable successor 
been recommended as Secretary-Director of the Hartford Associa- 
tion. Mrs. G. F. Brown, Home Director, has rendered highly appre- 
ciated assistance to our veteran Foreign Secretary, Miss F. L. Twiss, 
both being connected with the New Haven Association. 

An unusual number of devoted women have been transferred dur- 
ing the year from terrestial to celestial service. Prominently to be 
mentioned of these is Mrs. A. I. Ward of New Haven. She was 
foremost in every good word and work, ever constant in prayer for 
all Christian endeavors and was suddenly called from her responsible 
position of Treasurer of our State Mission Society. Mrs. Ward was ^ 

dearly beloved by all her associates. “She rests from her labors but 
her works do follow her.” 

The closing paragraph of the annual report of our esteemed Dis- 
trict President, Mrs. F. L. Anderson, should inspire us to greater 
efforts during the remainder of our fiscal year. “We ask that every 
Baptist woman of New England may assume her responsibility and 
take up the task the Master has given her to do with the determina- 
tion that this year may be the best we have ever known.”

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Report of 

WOMAN^S HOME MISSION WORK 
IN CONNECTICUT 
1924-1925 


The program of the Woman’s Baptist Mission Society of Connecti- 
cut for the year 1924-1925 was directed toward the goal “Every 
Baptist woman a giver and every interested Baptist woman a 
steward.” We defined a steward as not necessarily a tither, but one 
who contributes regularly what she believes to be a fair proportion 
of her income to the current expenses of the church and also to mis- 
sions. Although this ideal aim was not attained, the year’s gain in 
active members was 389 and the effort was at least another step in 
educating our women to the “Every Member Plan.” 

Our society adopted the Agar Plan subject to modifications; sur- 
vey cards were sent to every church, practically all responding with 
the requested information. 

The so-called Promotional Plans were pushed vigorously by our 
president and associational directors, with special emphasis on World 
Outlook week. 

Miss Howard opened her home to the women of Hartford and 
vicinity to hear Dr. Bowler’s presentation of the denominational fin- 
ancial situation. 

In September six Missionary Institutes, one in each association, 
were held, the purpose of which was to bring to the leaders of our 
various missionary groups in the churches the latest and best 
methods; women and girls’ work occupied a large place on the pro- 
gram. 

In February six Bible and Missionary Conferences, one in each 
association were held. In these conferences the women were allowed 
a session of an hour and a half, which was devoted to the open dis- 
cussion of six specific topics under the leadership of Mrs. Orrin Judd. 

Connecticut was on the Honor List -in State Standards, while 25 
local societies attained 10 or more of the 15 points in the Standard 
of Excellence. 

The societies receiving the gold seal of honor are, — 

Ashford Association — Danielson, Putnam, Willimantic, Willington. 
Fairfield Association — Bridgeport, First. 

Hartford Association — Bristol, Hartford, Asylum Ave., Central, and 
Memorial; Rockville; Suffield Second; West Hartford. 
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New Haven Association- — ^Essex; Meriden, Main St.; Montowese; 

New Haven, First; Southington; West Haven. 

New London Association — New London, Montauk Ave. ; Norwich, 
Central and First; Waterford, First. 

Stonington Union Association — Jewett City; Mystic Union; Noank. 

White Cross work has prospered; all the missionaries, schools and 
hospitals assigned us have been generously remembered. The value 
of Overland supplies contributed exceeded that of the preceding 
year by $1192. The state White Cross committee has adopted as a 
slogan for the coming year “A White Cross Committee in Every 
Church”. 72 churches are already enlisted and the work is constant- 
ly making a wider appeal to our women. 

We pay a tribute of love and appreciation to the work and mem- 
ory of Mrs. Aro I. Ward, treasurer of the society from the date of 
its organization. From earliest young womanhood she gave unin- 
terrupted, wholehearted and joyous service in promoting the pro- 
gress of the Kingdom. “She rests from her labors, and her works 
do follow her.” 

Four resignations have been accepted with regret. 

Mrs. Carter, Second Vice-President, is succeeded by Mrs. I. H. 
Benedict, Miss Marion Lathrop, State Chairman of Christian Ameri- 
canization, by Miss Ha Lackey. Miss Charlena Elliott, College Coun- 
selor, by Miss Julia Eandall. Mrs. W. J. Tuller, Secretary-Director 
for Hartford Association, by Mrs. G. E. Kimball, Acting Secretary- 
Director. 

Mrs. Harvey M. Ives has been elected Treasurer and Mrs. F. K. 
Ailing, Kecording Secretary. 

Connecticut won a higher number of points in Missionary Educa- 
tion than any other state in the New England District. 

The Golden Anniversary of the W. A. B. H. M. S. in 1927 has 
been made the opportunity for securing a half million dollars as a 
thank-offering for fifty years of prosperity and usefulness. The 
symbol chosen for use during the campaign is the one submitted by 
Miss Mary L. Howard: — “The tree whose leaves were for the heal- 
ing of the nations.” 

The tree grows thus: 

20 Golden Leaves =One Golden Twig or $20 

5 Golden Twigs =One Golden Branch or $100 

10 Golden Branches=One Golden Bough or $1,000 

500 Golden Boughs =One Golden Tree or $500,000 

Two pageants, “The Planting of the Tree” and “The Golden Op- 
portunity” written by Mrs. Maude Barrett of Hartford, have had 
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nation-wide presentation. Districts, states, associations, and local 
churches are organized for the campaign. Connecticut’s quota is 
$30,000, one third of which has already been pledged. 

We closed the year with 82 local societies. Gains in terms of 


percentage are as follows:

WORLD WIDE GUILD OF CONNECTICUT 


At the present time there are 56 Chapters of the Guild in our 
State with over 1000 members. Several chapters have dropped out 
or joined the Woman’s Society but new chapters have been formed 
to take their places, many of them being juniors. We are hoping 
to add many more during the coming year and already have some 
bright prospects. 

Seven Chapters qualified in the reading contests; thereby gaining 
the prize picture. 

An improvement has been made in the number of Mission Study 
classes and program meetings, but we wish to stress this particular 
part of the Guild work even more. 

Encouraging reports of White Cross work for both Overland and 
Overseas have been received. Christmas boxes for Davenport House. 
Miss Rice of Norwich Mather School and other places on the Home 
field, and quantities of bandages and surgical dressings for our 
Foreign Hospitals have been reported. 
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Our girls have been well represented at Northfield Home and 
Foreign Conferences. 

Reports of many other activities have come in such as the giving 
of Missionary plays, teaching in the Church School, forming and 
sponsoring Junior Guilds and Crusaders Bands. 

If space permitted many interesting things could be told of these 
loyal Christian girls who are devoting so much time to the Master’s 
service. 

As in other years the event of paramount interest to the girls of 
the state was the Annual Rally and Missionary House-party held for 
the fifth time at Wangum Lodge near Hartford, October 2-4, 1925. 

We were particularly fortunate this year in having with us, our 
beloved Miss Noble, National Secretary of the Guild, and Mrs. Sher- 
man Perry our N. E. District Secretary, also Miss Louise Jenkins 
on furlough from her service in Japan. The first time one of our 
own Connecticut girls had been present in that capacity. Our Home 
Mission guest was Miss Mildred Kaminskie, Christian Americaniza- 
tion Secretary for the Atlantic District. Our own Miss Mary Howard, 
President of the Connecticut Woman’s Missionary Society visited 
us on Saturday and spoke to the girls. Miss Mitami of Holyoke Col- 
lege and a graduate of Womans Christian College of Japan gave a 
very interesting talk, also. 

Miss Lucretia Pagej Hartford Association Secretary, did splendid 
work in taking registrations and helping generally while Miss Edythe 
Braddock one of our former Association Secretaries helped in such 
a useful way with the rooms. 

A large quantity of White Cross work was pledged, and over $40 
worth of literature was sold. 

As this year marks the tenth anniversary of the founding of the 
Guild, a birthday party was celebrated on Saturday evening with 
a cake with candles. A pledge of $1000 was made as a starter for 
our special Guild Birthday Fund, the extra fund this year, to be used 
as the Red Letter Day Fund was used last year, for all of the Mis- 
sionary work of our denomination. 

As the amount given last year was over $2000 we hope to make 
it as much, if not more this year. The Golden Jubilee Fund will 
be stressed next year by the Guild. 

In the evening the Danielson Guild girls gave the Christian Amer- 
icanization play, ‘‘Jelizabeta” and Miss Page gave a Serbian Mono- 
logue in costume, written by her. 

Our song leader was Mrs. E. E. Gates of Hartford, and her splen- 
did work made the singing such a success. Several special number 
by Guild groups added so much to the musical program. We can- 
not thank those who have done so much to make our Rally a sue- 
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The final consecration service on Sunday morning led by Miss 
Noble was especially touching. Her splendid talk on “Listening” 
brought many responses from the girls, who signified their desires 
to consecrate their lives more fully to Christ’s service. Surely the 
Guilds of the state must feel the benefit to be derived from attend- 
ance at these rallies. 

There was a total registration of 150. Some for full and some 
for part time. Our chief regret was that girls had to be turned 
away on account of the limited capacity of Wangum. We feel that 
although this is an ideal place in many respects, we must find a place 
where more girls can be accommodated. If many more want the 
inspiration, a larger place must be found. To that end we ask the 
prayers of all that we may be guided aright. 

One resignation has been received, that of Mrs. Eena Stanton 
Smith as Association Secretary of New Haven Association. We 
appreciate so much, Mrs. Smith’s fine service and regret to accept 
her resignation but a long illness and orders for rest make it imper- 
ative that she must give up. 

As always we ask the interest and prayers of the men and women 
of Connecticut for these Worth While Girls whose service means so 
much to our Churches.

CHARTER 

Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Hunting-ton, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brockett, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed into, 
constituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name of 
“The Connecticut Baptist Education Society,” and by that name; they 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall 
be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, 
in all suits of whatever nature soever, may have a common seal and 
the same alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold and convey away estate, real, personal or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to time 
elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may find 
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necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional members; 
make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of their 
officers and members, prescribe the mode of election and admission 
of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meeting; 
the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws and 
regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution — 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hartford, 
on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

CONSTITUTION 

Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young men 
and young women, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in ac- 
quiring such mental discipline and culture as shall render them more 
useful in the kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at 
the annual meeting as follows, viz. : Every church and auxiliary 
society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars annually, 
shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more 
dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may de- 
termine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Commitee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, 
to control its funds and property, to examine and admit candidates to 
the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting of the Society, 
they shall make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said Committee, con- 
duct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The Treas- 
urer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and pay 
them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely hold 
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all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property belonging to 
the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same 
quarterly to said Committee, and annually to the Society. The Audi- 
tor shall examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of 
the Treasurer, and certify the same. 

Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its first quar- 
terly meeting appoint a Finance Committee of three of its own mem- 
bers, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, and other 
permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided by their 
donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of 
officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during the 
week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce a 
letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one call to God to the ministry. He must sat- 
isfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising use- 
fulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take the full course of study preparatory, 
collegiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive 
Committee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; 
and the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall 
be subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, volun- 
tarily failing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause, being 
dropped from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, 
with interest, he has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds vote of 
the members present, written notice of the proposed change having 
been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption.

The Young People’s Banquet occurred at 6:30 with 400 attend- 
ance. Mr. E. E. Heck presided and Irvin Akins was song leader. 
Addresses were made by Miss Frances Wooding, J. W. Mason and 
Secretary O. P. Campbell. Attendance prizes were awarded Central 
Church Hartford and South Norwalk. 

The Program Committee of the State Convention arranged for a 
joint meeting of the Education Society and the Young People’s Or- 
ganization of the state for 8 :00 o’clock p.m. 

In the absence of President H. J. White, the Secretary called the 
meeting to order. The devotional service was impressively led by 
Rev. Harold Camp of Calvary Church, New Haven. 

The meeting was then turned over to the Young People who 
crowded the church to the doors. Mr. Edwin Phelps of Chicago, 
head of the Young People’s Organization of The Northern Baptist 
Convention, spoke upon “Youth and the Church”. 

After music by the Italian Baptist orchestra of Meriden, the Secre- 
tary of the Education Society introduced President Frederick Lent 
of Elmira College, who used for his theme, “The Making of Men”. 
Dr. Lent stressed the importance of the teacher who contributed 
more to the welfare of the nation than wealth and invention be- 
cause the teacher furnished men of character and insight. After 
this address, the choir sang while the impressions of the evening 
were deepened. 

The experiment of the combined meeting was successful so far 
as the personnel of the audience and addresses were concerned. The 
business of the Education Society had to be postponed until Wednes- 
day morning, October 14. 

At that time, Vice-President Rev. J. G. Osborne presided and called 
for the reports of Enrollment and Nominating Committees appointed 
the previous Monday evening. The Enrollment Committee, con- 
sisting of Rev. Geo. R. Atha, Rev. B. D. Adams, Rev. J. C. Hendrick- 
son and Rev. John Manter reported an offering and annual member- 
ships amounting to $68.60. 

The Nominating Committee, consisting of Rev. I. H. Benedict, 
Rev. P. F. Wolfenden and Rev. E. C. Dunbar reported (See list of 
officers on page 142). 

The report was accepted and the Secretary was instructed to cast 
a unanimous ballot for these persons to serve as officers of the Edu- 
cation Society for 1925-1926. The Secretary cast the ballot and the 
officers were declared elected. 

The meeting then adjourned.

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REPORT 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
CONNECTICUT BAPTIST EDUCATION

October 12, 1925 


We have advanced six years on our second century, and there are 
signs of increasing vigor in the Education Society. 

The call for definite Christian service is still heard by the youth 
of our churches. During the past year, your society has encouraged 
with your gifts, fourteen young men and two young women in their 
preparation for definite Christian work. Of these, six were of 
American stock, seven were of foreign parentage and three from 
our American colored homes. 

Comparing this with reports a few years back, we notice a de- 
cline in the students among the foreign born or of foreign parent- 
age. About ten years ago, we had more Italian ministerial students 
than we had places to put them. Today, it is a hard task to find the 
right man for a pastorless Italian mission. 

What does it mean? Are we losing our interest in our work for 
New Americans, or has a change taken place among the New Ameri- 
cans themselves? 

The Baptists of Connecticut have been leaders in this work among 
the foreign born. The work has its serious difficulties, but difficul- 
ties are to be mastered. 

If it now takes almost a year to get a leader for an Italian Field, 
and if the Woman’s Home Mission Society can furnish no mission- 
aries to cooperate because of lack of money, either much of our work 
must be lost or the local churches will have to withdraw their gifts 
to the larger denominational tasks to take firmer hold of this foreign 
problem. 

The increase among our ministerial colored students is noticeable. 
No one can question the need here. They go back to the South land 
for their training. Our remittances reach them always through 
the presidents of these southern colleges and seminaries. 

The Education Society made a wise move when it enlarged the 
scope of its work to include young women. 

It is a matter of deep satisfaction that we have had funds to meet 
the needs of our work this year. Our fears for the future are not 
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entirely removed, however, for we must share in all the financial 
losses of our denomination. 


We earnestly ask, therefore, that, in all the changes such finan- 
cial losses may bring, Connecticut Baptists keep close to their hearts 
and to their purses the needs of the Education Society. 

This year we are changing our program. We feel that by the very 
nature of our work, we should be brought into closer touch with the 
young people of our churches. We are, therefore, sharing the pro- 
gram with them. We have invited our friend and former fellow 
worker in the state. Dr. Frederick Lent, now President of Elmira 
College, to give the annual address. His subject will be “The Mak- 
ing of Men”.
